Report that Peace Bases Have 
Been Practically Settled. 


London Paper Says the British Gov- 
Refused to Modify

LONDON, April 18.—The Daily Mail 
claims to have authority to announce that 
bases of peace have been practically agr¢ ed 
upon at Pretoria, but it says that some 
little time will elapse before the details of 
the plan can be perfected. 

The paper says that on Wednesday the 
British Government refused to modify its 
terms in to amnesty, banishment, 
and a responsible government. The Boer 
delegates met again yesterday. The British 
decision, practically leaving them the al- 
ternalive of accepting the British terms or 
breaking up the conference, was then cvm- 
municated them, and the delegates 
proved much more reasonable. When Lord 
Milner promised the Boers one or two 
seats on the Executive Council, subject 
to the approval of the Cabinet and pend- 
ing the restoration of a re sponsible govern- 
ment, they practically agreed to accept the 
British terms.

Dr. Hans Sauer, a Loyalist Afrikander, 
speaking at Bradford last night, was not 
optimistic concerning the peace negotia- 
tions. He said he thought it quite prob- 
able that the Boers would ask Great 
Britain for £50,000,000 or more, and agree 
in return to clear out of South Africa 
altogether.

THE SPION KOP DISPATCHES. 


Published in Full—London Times Says 
They Contain a Crushing Con- 
demnation of Gen. Buller. 


Lonpon Trurms—New York Times 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, April 18.—In an editorial 
article to-day on the publication of the 
Spion Kop dispatches The Times says 
the single redeeming feature of the 
battle was the splendid conduct of the 
trocps, but from every other point of 
view.the story of Spion Kop and the 
behavior of the principal actors in it 
must remain painful reading to English- 
men. 

The Times says the dispatches contain 
a crushing condemnation of Gen. Sir 
Redvers Buller’'s behavior as a com- 
mander out of his own mouth. They 
show that if the Ministers acted weakly 
and injudiciously in first publishing an 
incomplete version of the dispatches it 
was done from a sincere desire, as Mr. 
Balfour recently stated, to spare, if pos- 
sible, Gen. Buller’s feelings and main- 
tain his military reputation. 

The papers now published in reply to 
Gen. Buller’s deliberate and offensive 
challenge, says The Times, fully justify 
from his own lips the most severe strict- 
ures passed upon his leadership by Earl 
Roberts and the least favorable suspi- 
cions hitherto entertained among the 
public as to what that leadership must 
have been.

LONDON, April 18.—All the official dis- 
patches referring to the defeat sustained 
by the British troops under Gen, Sir Red- 
vers Buller at Spion Kop, Natal, on Jan. 
24, 1900, were given out yesterday morning. 
The dispatches hitherto unpublished merely 
emphasize how hopelessiy muddled were 
the preparations for that engagement. The 
controversy between Gen. Buller and Gen. 
Sir Charles Warren is proved to have been 
even more bitter than previously hinted at, 
while a new extract from one of Earl Rob- 
erts’s dispatches brings additional censure 
on Gen. Buller. Lord Roberts declares that 
Gen. Buller’s endeavor to put the responsi- 
bility for the defeat on Gen. Warren was 
not justifiable. The Commander in Chief 
holds that it was Buller’s duty to inter- 
vene when he saw things were going wrong. 
This remark was caused by a dispatch 
from Buller, in which he said: 

“Tt saw no actnet on the part of War- 
ren to either grapple with the situation or 
command his force himself. We lost our 
chance by Warren's slowness. He seems 
to me to be a man who can do well what 
he can do himself, but who cannot com- 
mand. I can never employ him again on 
an independent command. I ought to have 
assum command myself when I saw 
things were not going well. I blame myself 
now for not doing so.” 

Buller explained that he failed to super- 
weds Warren because it might have dis- 
credited the latter with the troops, which 
Was an especially serious matter, as, if 
Buller had been shot, Warren would have 
succeeded to the supreme command. 

The question of the responsibility for the 
actual retreat from Spion Kop is shrouded 
in a maze of dispatches, proving that a 
mistake was made in sending a heliogram, 
and that there was a general desire to shirk 
the onus. 

Beyond this ty renee of dirty linen, noth- 
ing appears to have been accomplished by 
the publication of the dispatches.

THE NEW BRITISH IMPOSTS. 


Grain Duties Not Unpopular In Aus- 
tralia—London Business Men Dis- 
like the Twopenny Check Tax.

LONDON, April 18.—A dispatch from 
Melbourne to The Times says the new 
British grain duties are accepted com- 
placently. Some protectionists urge that 
the time is opportune to secure prefer- 
ential terms for Australian wheat, but 
it is not likely that such a proposal will 
be made, because the loss arising from 
the withdrawal of the most-favored-na- 
tion treatment would be greater than 
the benefit likely to follow from British 
preferential treatment. 

The Times says the attitude of the 
City as a whole to the new check tax is 
hostile. Opinion is divided as to wheth- 
er, if it is adopted, it will produce the 
amount the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
hopes for. News of the abandonment of 
the tax would certainly be heard with 
a sigh of relief from the majority of 
business men and others.

AREVANDERBILTS INTERESTED? 


It Is Reported Their Millions Are Be- 
ing Used to Fight Strike. of 
Chicago Machinists.

CHICAGO, April 17.—Are the Vanderbilt 
millions being used to fight the now fa- 
mous strike of machinists at the Allis- 
Chalmers Company plant in Chicago? 
Business Agent Ireland, who has just re- 
turned from the East, says this is the case. 
He «gives it as the reason why the recent 
attempt at a settlement for the trouble 
failed. Mr. Ireland said t P 

“There is no doubt in my mind that we 
are now fighting the great Vanderbilt in- 
terests. The idea is to strike a crushing 
blow at organized labor through this strike. 
About two months ago negotiations for a 
settlement had proceeded so far as to war- 
rant us in thinking the trouble had at last 
ended. Suddenly the change came. This 
was speedily followed by the announce- 
ment that the Allis people had withdrawn 
from active control. 

“On top of this came the news that ex- 
Judge Gary of the steel trust was to be 
made President of the Board of Directors, 
a position which he now holds. It is well 
known that J. Pierpont Morgan has the 
destinies of the steel trusts in his control 
and through him we have traced ownership 
to the Vanderbilts. 

“The breaking off of the settlement was 
in the hope of crushing organized labor 
not only here, but throughout the country 
where Vanderbilt interests are paramount.” 


MUST STOP PIGEON SHOOTING. 


Acting Mayor Walker of Chicago De- 
clares a Match Must Not Occur,

CHICAGO, April 17.—Pigeon shooting in 
Chicago must stop, say the authorities. 
Pigeon shooting in Illinois bids fair soon to 
be a thing of the past if the efforts now 
being put forth to put an end to the so- 
called sport mean anything at all. In any 
event, Chicago will be spared the humilia- 
tion of an event little less revolting than 
that witnessed at Kansas City. 

For many years past out at Watson’s 


Park the barbarous sport has been going 
on quietly under the cover of “ gun con- 
tests”’ by several clubs composed of the 
residents of Chicago and vicinity. Thou- 
sands of pigeons within that time have 
been sacrificed to prove the superior marks- 
manship of various members of these clubs, 
It is now propeses to have a match in 
which 5,000 live pigeons will be used, but it 
must stop, says Acting Mayor Walker. The 
shooting is directly in opposition to a spe- 
cific city ordinance and will be stopped by 
the Police Department. 


PHOTOGRAPHER’S HARD TASK.

“MURDERED” MAN IS ALIVE. 


Alleged Murderer Is in Jail Awaiting 
Trial for the Suppos Crime.

NEWARK, N. J., April 17.—George Res- 
well Smith, who was supposed to have been 
murdered in this city last October, and for 
whose murder John Wykoff, alias Richard 
Jordon, is in jail, awaiting trial, has been 
found alive and well.

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WEYLER’S ACTS UPHELD 
BY U. S. GOVERNMENT 


Reconcentrado Order Declared to 
Have Been Justifiable. 


Answer Made to Claims for Compensa- 
tion Arising Out of the Cuban Insur- 
rection and Spanish War. 


Carter, Hughes & Dwight, lawyers, of 96 
Broadway, who are pushing various claims 
against the Government growing out of 
the war with Spain and the Cuban insur- 
rection preceding it, have received a brief 
on demurrer to their petitions, in which 
the Federal lawyers assert that Weyler’s 
reconcentrado order was justifiable under 
the rules of civilized warfare. 

The clients of the firm, Portuondo E. 
Barcello and Emanuel Comes, claim that 
while they were citizens of the United 
States their sugar plantations were de 
stroyed by the Cuban insurgents. The 
United States Government is looked to for 
reimbursement because of the agreement 
with Spain as to the mutual relinquishment 
of claims on behalf of their citizens or 
subjects growing out of the war and In- 
surrection and the announcement that the 


United States would settle the claims of 
its citizens against Spain so relinquished 
as set forth in the peace treatv. 

The Government's main contention is that 
a state of actual warfare obtained in Cuba 
at the time of the alleged losses, and that 
therefore under another provision of the 
treaty it is not liable. It is in bringing out 
this point that the declaration concerning 
Weyler is made, in part as follows: 

“Being under martial law the will of the 
General commanding the army was su- 
preme and absolute, and from it there was 
no appeal. It was in fact the only law 
then in existence, for the jurisdiction of 
the civil law previously in force on the 
island was compktely ousted thereby, in 
conformity with the established rule that 
where martial law prevails the municipal 
law is abrogated and its authority rendered 
impotent. his being true, the reconcen- 
trado order and its strict enforcement were 
lawful, being necessarily in conformity 
with the only law then existing in those 
districts of Cuba under Spanish military 
control, namely, the will of Gen. Weyler 
himself. 

‘Martial law, it has been well said, is 
no less than the will of the General who 
commands the army, It is therefore a 

arent that Gen. Weyler was the sole 
eare of the legitimacy. of any measure 
which he deemed essential to the success 
of his military operations. 

“From this judgment there can be no 
appeal, and his official discretion in the 

remises cannot be passed in review by a 
judicial tribunal. 

“A further justification of the recon- 
centrado policy, if any is needed, is afford- 
ed by the general rule that a belligerent 
may adopt any means which will tend, 
directly or indirectly, to weaken the enemy 
and disable him from continuing the strug- 
gle. Now, it is undeniably true that the 
enforcement of this policy tended to weaken 
very materially the insurgent cause, for it 
is a historical fact that the rural popula- 
tion of Cuba were a unit in sympathy with 
the insurrection. They rendered it aid and 
comfort at every opportunity. To deprive 
it of such support would eliminate no con- 
siderable factor of its vitality. Therefore 
the accomplishment of this end became of 
prime importance to the cause of re 

tei otiem,could it be attained? Gen. 
Weyler was not -at: , even had he 
been so inclined, to massacre the non- 
combatant rurals in cold blood, for that 
would have been in flagrant violation of 
the laws of war and of every precept of 
Christian civilization. Consequently he did 
the next best thing and removed them en 
masse from the scene of their pernicious 
activity to the purlieus of the garrison 
towns, where they would be under the 
continual surveillance of Spanish troops. 
They were thus effectually prevented from 
giving further aid and comfort to the in- 
surrection. 

**Gen. Weyler, upon assuming control in 
Cuba, issued a number of proclamations 
a the rural population to abstain 
from all acts which might result, directly 
or indirectly, in aid or comfort to the ene- 
my. The time elapsing between the pub- 
lication of those successive decrees was 
more than sufficient to permit their dis- 
semination throughout the ‘island. The 
rurales, therefore, had ee notice, both 
actual and constructive, of what was re- 
quired of them by the Captain General. 

‘““Weylor, however, soon became con- 
vineed that his orders were being disre- 
garded, and that the inhabitants of the 
agricultural regions were secretly aidin 
the insurgent cause. He therefore decree 
that within eight days of the publication of 
the order all ‘the rural inhabitants should 
abandon their homes and take up their 
abode in towns garrisoned by Spanish 
troops. This is generally known as the 
reconcentrado order, and its efficient en- 
forcement resulted in untold suffering and 
death to thousands of non-combatants sub- 
jected to its operation. Hence the question 
may well be asked, Was this a legitimate 
measure of civilized warfare? The Gov- 
ernment contends that it was, and this, 
notwithstanding the essential harshness of 
its operation, including, as in a drag net, 
both the innocent and the guilty among the 
non-combatant rural population. 

“The Government, therefore, submits 
that the order of reconcentration issued 
by Gen. Weyler was permissible under the 
laws of war. And it is no argument con- 
tra to allege that they were severe to the 
point of inhumanity. This is admitted. 
But wer is essentially inhuman in its ul- 
timate analysis, and is frequently the only 
means of preventing inhumanity, s0 prom- 
inently true in the case of the Cuban revo- 
lution. To allege, however, that on this 
ground the drastic policy of Weyler in that 
struggle was illegitimate is to urge a 

roposition which is not now, never has 

een, and probably never will be a rule of 
international law. Such measures will 
continue to be lawful, and frequently com- 
mendable, until the time when there shall 
be no more war forever.”’ 

This brief was prepared by Assistant At- 
torney General William FE.

These claims, with 
many similar ones in the hands of other 
lawyers, will be heard on April 28, before 
the Spanish Claims Treaty Commissioner in 
Washington.

ODD MACHINE CAUSES 
ALARM ON THE BRIDGE. 


Crowd Excited Over What Might Be a 
Bomb at the New York Terminal. 
What appeared to be an infernal machine 
was discovered by Officer Sick of the 
bridge squad at the New York terminal 
during the latter part of the daily rush last 

night. 

Just as one of the Fulton Street tars 
left the New York end of the bridge at 
6:30 o'clock a long-whiskered man was 
seen to make a wild dash for the car. As 
ho jumped abroad he cast a furtive glance 


behind, and then pushed his way into the 
car. 


Other Brooklynites started to push their 
way toward the second loop, when those 


in the lead saw lying in front of them a 
villainous looking machine. It proved a 
most effective barrier. Officer Sick, a tall, 
bulky man, pushed his way to the front, 
and then even he stopped. The machine 
looked like a stereopticon. It stood on a 
wooden platform about three and one-half 
feet long and a foot wide, dust and dirt 
covered. At one end was a tin box eight 
inches high and a foot wide, tied with cord 
and string. At the forward end a piece of 
alvanized iron projected about seven 
nches. This stood about two inches from 
the ground, just high enough for one’s foot 
to go under. On top of the box was a 
handle. 

Officer Sick, realizing that some accident 
might set the thing off, started to pick it 
up. But there his trouble began. There 
seemed to be no way to get hold of it. If 
he lifted the handle, the front part would 
not come up. At last he grabbed the 
wooden stand and rushed for the booth 
near the entrance. The crowd fell back 
with the greatest respect as the machine 
was carried by. 

No one remembered to have seen any 
on? carrying the thing, and it was only 
after a search that the police found a man 
who told them of the long-whiskered man 
who had made such a desperate run for 
the Fulton Street car. The machine will 
be sent to the Bureau of Combustibles for 
examination.

DEMOCRATS UNITE ON 
RECIPROCITY POLIC 


Decide to Vote to Abolish the 
Sugar ‘ Differential. 


Also Will Oppose Attempts to Prevent 
Ameadment Pending Bill— 
Caucus Action Made Binding.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Democrats 
of the House at a caucus held to-night by a 
very large majority, estimated at 8 to 1, 
adopted the following resolution, introduced 
by Mr. Swanson of Virginia: 

Resolved, That we favor the removal of the 
differential on sugar both from Cuba and élse- 
where, and believe that such sentiments are 
Properly in order, and we insist that it is the 
duty of all Democrats to vote whenever oppor- 
tunity is given to have these amendments added 
to the pending bill providing for Cuban reci- 
procity. We are opposed to the adoption of the 
previous question when the bill is reported to the 
House, unless it shall have been properly 
amended in Committee of the Whole, as this 
will prevent an opportunity for just and proper 
amendment with recorded votes on the same. 

esolved further, That the action of this caucus 
is binding, 


The caucus was rather turbulent during 
the early part of the evening, but toward 
the close the differences disappeared, and 
it broke up amid evidences of harmony and 


good feeling. The action taken to-night 
binds the Democrats to vote to abolish the 
differential on refined sugar and against 
the previous question. 

The caucus was held for the purpose of 
reaching an agreement to act as a unit 
upon the Cuban Reciprocity bill, which is 
to be voted on to-morrow. At the outset 
the caucus was of an exciting character. 
Mr. Underwood of Alabama threw a bomb- 
shell into the meeting by announcing that 
overtures had come to him from the Re- 
publican side, by which it was to be agreed 
that the Republican leaders would abandon 
the Crumpacker resolution to investigate 
the Southern elections laws if the deloga- 
tions from the States concerned (North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, and Virginia,) would aid 
the majority to close debate and would 
vote against the appeals which will be 
taken from the decisions of the chair when 
the motions to open up the bill to general 
amendment are offered. Mr. Underwoo 
declined to give the name of the Republican 
from whom these assurances regarding the 
abandonment of the Crumpacker resolution 
came, 

The Democratic vote on Wednesday to 
close debate came principally from e 
States mentioned above. 

Mr. Swanson of Virginia offered the first 
definite proposition for the caucus to con- 
sider—his resolution declaring it to be the 
sense of the caucus that the Democrats 
should vote solidly against the demand for 
the previous question in order to permit 
the admission of amendments to reduce 
the tariff and upon the question of the 
gwermaneness of such amendments, if nec- 
essary, to vote to overrule the Chair. He 
argued strongly that the Democrats should 
stand solidly for the motion to take off 
the differential on refined sugar, cspecial- 
ly as there was at least a chance of win- 
ning a victory. 

To this resolution Mr. Williams of Mis- 
sissippi offered a substitute to bind the 
Democrats to vote for all propositions in- 
volving a reduction of the tariff, but to 
leave every Democrat free to vote his con- 
victions upon questions of parliamentary 
procedure. Mr. Williams maintained that 
under the circumstances it would be to the 
interests of the Democrats from the States 
whose representatives..were threatend by 
the Oriibacker resolution to abide by the 
understanding reached. 

During the heated debate that followed, 
Mr. Burleson of Texas asked Mr. Under- 
wood if the Republican leaders had not si- 
lenced Mr. Crumpacker and his friends on 
the Republican side who were opposed to 
the Reciprocity bill by agreeing to report 
the Crumpacker resolution, and if they 
were not now trying to create a defection 
on the Democratic side by offering to kill 
the resolution. Mr. Bankhead of Alabama 
sided with Mr. Underwood and Mr. Will- 
jams, and Mr. Cooper of Texas and Mr. 
Breazeale of Louisiana with Mr. Swanson. 
The two latter strongly urged their col- 
leagues to vote to abolish the differential 
on refined sugar. 

In the course of the debate which fol- 
lowed it developed that the Williams reso- 
lution was interpreted to constitute an in- 
struction to the Democrats to vote for the 
bill when the final vote was reached. Both 
Mr. Bankhead of Alabama and Mr. Will- 
iams of Mississippi confirmed the terms of 
the proposition made to Mr. Underwood by 
the Republicans. Mr. Williams argued that 
it should be accepted, not so much because 
of the threat of reducing Southern repre- 
sentation as to prevent the opening up of 
the race question in the South. 

Mr. De Armond of Missouri and J. R. 
Williams of Illinois supported the Swanson 
resolution in forcible speeches. Toward 
the close of the session a number of amend- 
ments to the pending resolutions were of- 
fered and also several other independent 
propositions. All these, except one to make 
the caucus binding, were withdrawn or vot- 
ed down, and by a very large majority the 
Swanson resolution was adopted. 





$10,000,000 STEEL PLANT. 


United States Corporation Will Locate 
It at Lorain, Ohio—For Manufac- 
ture of Tubing Only. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 17.-—-The City 
of Lorain, Ohio, is to be the site of a $10,000,- 
000 steel tube plant. This step has prac- 


tically been decided upon by the officials 
of the United States Steel Corporation, who 
are back of the enterprise, and preliminary 
arrangements have already been made. The 
City Council of Lorain has agreed to appro- 
priate $150,000 for the purpose of widening 
the Black River and increasing harbor 
facilities as far up as the present Lorain 
steel plant. 

The new plant will, it is said, employ 
8,000 men. The works will manufacture 
steel tubing only. It is said that the Lorain 
plant is to take the place of that in con- 
templation to be built by the Carnegie peo- 
le at Conneaut. A tremendous, and what 
s believed to be a permanent demand for 
steel products, it is said, makes this im- 
mense new plant a necessity. 

Formal announcement of the project is 
expected to be made by the steel corpora- 
tion officials shortly. 


Senator Hanna to be Head of Com- 
pany Capitalized at $1,500,000.

DETROIT, Mich., April 17.—Senator Mark 
A. Hanna will be President of the Detroit 
Iron and Steel Company, articles of incor- 
poration for which are now being prepared. 


The company is to be capitalized at $1,500,-

Process Company is the heaviest stockhold- 
er, and the latter concern will furnish the 
coke for the plant, which is to be located 
on Zug Island, just below the city. A num- 
ber of Pittsburg iron men are also inter- 
ested in the project. Work is to be begun 
on the — at once, and it is to be running 
in the Summer of 19038. 

There are now no other plants of this 
kind here and it is expected that its estab- 
lishment will revive the iron Industry which 
flourished in Detroit many years ago, but 
has been dead for a long time.

Butchers Want the Restrictions on the 
Importation of Canadian and Ar- 
gentine Cattle Romoved. 


LONDON, April 17.—A meeting of the 
Butchers’ Association held here to-night, 
at which representatives of the entire re- 


tail meat trade of London were present, 
unanimously petitioned Parliament to re- 
move the existing restrictions on the im- 
portation of cattle from Canada and Ar- 
gentina. The meeting asserted that in view

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SWEEPING CHANGES 
AT GOVERNORS ISLAND | 


Practically Every Building There to 
be Replaced. 


Plans Approved by Secretary Root Will 
in Time Completely Metamor- 
phose the Army Post. 


When the plans for improving Governors 
Island, which have been approved by Sec- 
retary of War Root, are fully executed, it 
will be as though nearly every building | 
now on the island had been swept away | 
and the War Department had planned its | 
post for entirely. new ground. With the 
exception of Castle Williams and Fort Co- 
lumbus, every structure now standing on 
Governors Island is to be torn down event- 
ually and modernized buildings erected in 
their places 

It is the intention of the War Department 
to have a full regiment on duty at Gov- 
ernors Island all the time. In time of war 
with some foreign nation, facilities will 
be afforded for taking care of a brigade ; 
in tents. Here will be deep water docks, 
and transports can load and unload right 
at the Government piers. Here will ba 
warehouses for storing provisions and other 
stores intended for shipment and the gen- 
eral use of the army. 

Secretary Root some time ago took up 
the question of improving the topography 
of Governors Is!and. He found that many 
of the buildings were very old and anti- 
quated in every sense. The foundations 
of many of them are rotting, and it was 
deemed necessary to devise some plans for j 
rebuilding the unserviceable structures and 
making the arrangement of buildings con- 
form to modern ideas of army post archi- 
tecture. 

The Secretary appointed a committee 
which considered a great many plans, some 
of them providing for the rebuilding of the 


present structures on the island as they 
lose their usefulness, and others providing 
for the total obliteration of the existing 
buildings and reconstructing the whole 
island independently of any former plans, 

“Just as fast as the existing buildings 
become unserviceable,” said Col. A. a 
Kimball to a NEw Yor«k Times reporter 
yesterday, “they will be torn down. No 
improvements will be made upon the pres- 
ent quarters on the island, except such as 
will be necessary to make them habitable. 

‘It seemed to us that the best plan was 
to conceive of a cyclone having laid the 
island completely waste, and that we should 
then undertake to establish an army post 
upon the most modern plans. That is what 
has been done. When these plans are fully 
carried out—which it will probably take 
some ten years to do—New York harbor 
will have one of the finest army posts in 
the world.” 

Some of the buildings now standing on 
Governors Island are fully a hundred years 
old. They were put up without any regard 
for a general harmonious scheme, and as 
a result the existing arrangement is con- 
sidered by army experts to be a general 
hodge-podge, entirely tnferior to army posts 
costing the Government much less money 
to maintain, and of much less importance 
to the convenience of the general army 
system. 

Governors Island consists of about nintey 
acres of land, its boundaries conforming 
roughly to the contour of an eggshell. 
On the north side of the island, that near- 
est Manhattan Island, there is at present 
a Government arsenal, in which is stored 
a vast quantity of ammunition and arms. 
On the northwest corner is the ancient 
Castle Williams, a brick fort with three 
tiers of casemutes. To the south are Fort 
Columbus, and the quarters for officers 
and men, as well as the headquarters 
building for the Department of the East 
of the United States Army, and other 
buildings necessary for the incidental work 
of the post 

Fort ColunfSts is in the centre of the 
island. Here are quartered a company of 
artillery. This fort and Castle Williams 
will be preserved alone out of the large 
assortment of structures belonging to the 
post. Castle Williams is an army prison, 
and is valuable to the Government for both 
material and sentimental considerations. 
It was erected in 1811, and is one of the 
most interesting sights in New York 
harbor. 

The other buildings were erected at dif- 
ferent times, and no effort was made to 
have them conform to any generally har- 
monious scheme, The tsland was turned 
over to the Federal Government by the 
city at a critical period of the Nation's 
history. It was about the year 1808, when 
war was threatened with Great Pritain. Cer- 
tain buildings were already up, and the 
Government hastened to make use of them 
and such others as might be hastily con- 
structed, 

Some of.the houses thus hastily erected 
were never torn down. Some of those 
which had been put up in vears previous 
likewise were never destroyed, 

According to, the plans which have been 
perfected, all the remnants of. buildings 
left from the various regimes through 
which the tsland has passed will be torn 
down. in time. The structures which will 
take their places will skirt the island all 
the way around it. There will be no such 
row of officers’ quarters as now runs to 
the southwest from the ferry landing. All 
of these attactive wooden buildings will 
be razed. 

Very important among the specifications 
of these plans is that providing for the 
enlargement of the island. It is planned 
to reclaim about sixty acres from the bay, 
making the tota! acreage of the island 150. 
The greater part of the rock now being 
taken from the New York rapid transit 
subway is being dumped into the bay for 
the purposes of this reclamation. 

The buildings which will be used for 
quarters for officers and men will conform 
to the plans utilized for other posts re- 
cently equipped by the Government. Each 
Captain's house occupies just so much 
room, and likewise as to the other officers 
It is planned that the commanding officer 
of the Department of the East, who is 
located on the island, shall have quarters 
befitting his rank, and that a modern 
building shall be erected for the head- 
quarters themselves, 

At the present time, the island accom- 
moedates only 400 men. The new plans wil! 
afford accommodations for 1,000 men, or a 
full regiment, permanently. Inside of the 
grand circle of buildings will be a great 
open plain, for use as a parade ground tn 
times of peace, but affording recom for the 
encampment of a full brigade‘in time of 
war, or of a mobilization of troops for ary 
purpose. This will avoid in the future such 
inconventerces as were suffered during the 
war with Spain want of just such a 
post for the mobilization of troops. 

The Government has learned a lesson also 
from the trouble it has experienced in | 
loading transports at miscellaneous docks. | 
Army supplies will be shipped to a ware: | 
houre on the post, and they can be loaded 
Airectly upon ships at the docks of the | 
island, according to these new plans. It

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FUTURE OF LOUISVILLE. 


Statements that There Will Be No Con- 
test for Contro! — Road in the 
Hands of J. P. Morgan. 

A statement regarding the Louisville and 
Nashville affair was put out yesterday pur- 
porting to come from a member of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., giving some alleged details. 

The statement read as follows: 

“The public as well as the speculative 
community should bear in mind these three 
things: First, there will be no corner; sec- 
ond, there will be no contest for control; 
third, J. P. Morgan absolutely controls 
Louisville and Nashville. 

“The first is assured by Mr. Gates and 
the manner in which he has disposed of his 
stock. Mr. Belmont’s statements are the 
assurances as to the second, and J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. are sponsors for the third. Fur- 
ther, Louisville and Nashville will be oper- 
ated in the future as it has been in the 
past, and there will be no change. 

“J. P. Morgan & Co. say positiveiy that 
the present status of the road is the same 
as it has been heretoforedexcept that J. P. 
Morgan controls and directs it absolutely 
and without qualifications. 

“Those who intimate that Mr. Gates 
might possibly make trouble fn the future 
or that he is ‘in a position to do so are 
much mistaken. The only one to be reck- 
oned with in the management of Louisville 
and Nashville is Mr. Morgan. If that fact 
is borne in mind there wili be no misunder- 
standing and no need of guessing. The sit- 
vation is controlled by him. and that should 
be surficient guarantee to every_one.” 

Later in the afternoon, when George W. 
Perkins of J. P. Morgan & Co. heard of it, 
he declared that it was entirely unauthor- 
ized; that so much of it as was true was 
merely a rehash of the original Morgan 
statement, and that the statement as a 
whole was misleading. 

Mr. Perkins admitted that the stock of 
Louisville and Nashville originally bought 
by Mr. Gates was now in the vaults of J. 
P. Morgan & Co., and that {it stood in their 
name. 

“The statement of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
seems to be a very thorough summing up 
of the situation,’’ said August Belmont. 
“It covers the ground, and 1 have nothing 
to add to it.” 

Mr. Gates, when shown the Morgan state- 
= bearing Mr. Belmont’s indorsement, 
said: 

“I fully concur with the sentiments ex- 
pressed in the statement, and am glad that 
they meet with Mr. Belmont's approval.” 

The legal representatives of the former 
contending interests in Louisville and Nash- 
ville met in the afternoon. and, according to 
trustworthy reports, settled the terms of 
the agreement. It is not likely that the 
exact detalls will be made public, as all 
hands say the matter is of a private and 
confidential character. 


WESTERN MARYLAND BIDS. 


Baitimore City Council Committee Re- 
ceives Replies from Origina! Bid- 
ders in Compliance with 
the Ordinance. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 17.—The special 
committee of the City Council on the West- 
ern Maryland Railroad met to-day and re- 
ceelved replies from all the original bidders 
to the ordinance naming the conditions of 
sale of the city’s interest in the Western 
Maryland Railroad. 

As the ordinance covers the proposition of 
the Fuller syndicate, with only slight 
changes, the reply of the Fuller syndicate 
accepts the additional conditions, including 
an increase of the original bid, $241,550.53, 
to make the sum of $8,751,370.45, the amount’ 
stipulated in the ordinance, which repre- 
sents the obligations of the Western Mary- 
land Road to the City of Baltimore. 

The reply of the Varney syndicate accepts 
the city’s terms with some changes. These 
increase their bid to 310,100,000. 

The Reading Railroad Company increases 
its bid to $10,001,000 cash and offers to 
comply with all the terms of the ordinance 
excepting the section which provides that 
the stock shail not be sold to “a railroad 
company now controlling, owning, or oper- 
ating any. line or system of lines center- 
ing, terminating, or operating in the cities 
of Baltimore or Philadelphia (except such 
lines and systems as are now already con- 
trolled through ownership of stock by said 
Western Marviard Railroad Company.'’) 

The Hambleton and George D. Cook 
Company offers to accept the conditions 
imposed by the ordinance and changes its 
original bid to $9,250,000 cash. ' 

The principal conditions imposed by the 
ordinance are that the purchasers shall 
provide tidewater terminals in Baltimore. 
extend the road to the coal regions 
Western Maryland, West Virginia, or 
Pennsylvania, and connect with the West 
Virginia Central and Pittsburg Railroad.

Lackawanna Road Will Spend Nearly 
$3,000,000 During the Summer, 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., April 17.—In addition 
to the track elevation in progress in this 
city, the Lackawanna Railroad is planning 
the expenditure of nearly $3,000,000 in 
pairs and improvements to that line. 
Twelve thousand tons of steel rails will be 
laid along the lines of the Morris and Essex 


Branch, and seventy-five miles of road 
wili be equipped with modern block sig- 
naling devices and interlocking switches. 

Changes wiil be made in the line to avoid 
cangerous curves. Curves will also be 
straightened on the Passaic and Delaware 
Division near Murray Hill and Morris 
Plains. A curve west of Summit to the 
Passaic River between the Passaic and 
Delaware Junction and the old New Provi- 
dence station will be straightened. 

The Paradise Tunnel, th the, Scranton 
Division, will be rellned and enlarged, and a 
Govble track will be laid between Morris- 
town and Denville. Changes necessitating 
the expenditure of $500,000 are contemplat- 
edi at Summit, where a new passenger and 
freight station have been planned. 


98.7 MILES AN HOUR ON TRAIN. 


Werld’s Record Broken in Fourteen- 
fMile Run on Burlington Road. 
DENVER, Col., April 17.—The world's 
record has been broken in a run of 14.8 
miles on the western division of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railway, when 


an average of nearly one hundred miles an 
hour Was made by a regular passenger 
train. The run was made by train No. ti, 
east bound, which left Denver March 26 
behind time. A heavy wind prevailed to 
Akron, 112 miles from Denver, and the 
train was thirty minutes behind time at 
that point. 

In order to make up time, a heavy head 
of steam was put on, and between Eckley 
and Wray, a distance of 14.8 miles, the 
remurkable time of nine minutes was made 
—a rate of 98.7 miles an hour. “It is the 
fastest time ever made for a run of any 
length.”’ said Mr. Eustis, passenger traffic 
manager. 


TRANSFER OF ELDRIDGE

Nationa! Association Elects D. M. Parry 
of Indianapolis President — Anti-

Whereas, As in the presence of such a legalized 
force there could not be left to the individual 
either liberty or personal safety, nor to property

Resolyed, That the National Manufacturers’ 
Association protests against the passag> of the 
bill as proposed, and believes that its effects 
would be revolutionary and anarchistic, and 
while apprehending most serious Injury to prop- 
erty values and vested interests from such a 
law, the association feels that legislation that 
would legalize any mob until after it had 
impeiled ite members up to the point of com- 
mitting violence would be of the greatest ulti- 
mate injury to the working people themselves.

CRITICISM OF T. C. SEARCH. 


Manufacturers’ Suggestion He Should 
Be Department of Commerce Head 
Provokes Comment in 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The suggestion 
from the National Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion {n session at Indianapolis that Theo- 
dore C. Search be appointed head of the 
Department of Commerce, if that depart- 
ment is established, has provoked rather 
sharp comment in Washington. The sub- 
stance of this comment is that if any im- 
portant function of the new department is

friendship for it.

Search was in full control. Everything was 
done under his supervision. He knew the 
convention was to make a most emphatic 
denunciation of *‘ McKinley reciprocity,” as 
it war called. He knew what resolutions 
would be adopted. It is possible he wrote 
the resolutions himself. Certain it is they 
were written before the convention met, 
and were read by at least one member of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House. 

The resolutions, as it was stated in THE 
New York Times the day following their 
adoption, declared against any reciprocity 
that was not spelled “ Protection.” The 
sentiment of the convention was that any 
industry had the inherent right to dictate 
to Congress what its measure of protection 
should be. and in this sentiment Mr.

The Justices Hold that Gov. Odell Acted 


Within the Limits of His Power 
of Removal. 


In an opinion handed down yesterday, 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, in the Second Department, unani- 
mously reversed the decision of Justice 
Gaynor in the Guden-Dike controversy, and 
declared that Gov. Odell had acted within 
the limits of his duty in removing Sheriff 
Guden from office. The opinion, which 
was written by Justice Bartlett, eliminated 
from the discussion many of the points of 
law ralsed by the attorneys in the case, 


and declared that a corrupt promise, made |

sufficient basis in law for the removal of |

The Justice holds that while the 
ernor’s power is not absolute, and may not 
extend to trivial things, yet it is effective 
when serious and substantial charges 
preferred against an office holder. 

The decision was received with consider- 
able surprise by Mr. Guden and his attor- 
ney, Jere A. Wernberg. Guden refused to 
discuss it, and Mr. Wernberg 
say that an appeal would be taken at once 


to the Court of Appeals, and that he could 
issue no statement until he had consulted 
with Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, who is act- 
ing as counsel for Guden, and appeared in 
the argument before Justice Gaynor. Col. 
Dike was plainly elated with the turn given 
to affairs. When he was seen, he said: 

‘“‘T am glad that the uncertainty of the 


situation which has puzzled the public is 
over. The situation has been such that 
members of the bar and real estate men 
have delayed Sheriff's sales, and although, 
as you know, we have conducted the 
Sheriff's office all along, this part of the 
business has been almost barred for six 
weeks. The sales which have been held up 
can be and will be attended to now. From 
the very first I have felt that my position 
has been right.”’ 

With relation to Guden’s continuance as 
a tenant at the Court House, Col. Dike 
said: ‘‘It has been a ridiculous situation, 
and I have tolerated it only until the mat- 
ter could be determined by the Appellate 
Court. I will not allow such a farcical sit- 
uation to continue. I do not think now that 
Guden will continue to stay around the 
Court House as he has for the past few 
weeks, or that he will try to do any busi- 
ness."’ 

Justice Bartlett's opinion is in part as 
follows: 

“The provision under which Sheriff 
Guden was removed is the last sentence of 
Section 1 of Article X of the State Consti- 
tution, which is in these words: ‘ The Gov- 
ernor may remove any officer in this sec- 
tion mentioned within the term for which 
he shall have been elected, giving to such 
oificer axcopy of the charges against him 
and an opportunity of being heard in his 
defense.’ 

“The officers referred to in the section 
are Sheriffs, clerks of counties, District 
Attorneys, and Registers in counties having 
Registers. 

“It is plain, from the language which I 

have quoted, that the Governor's power of 
removal over these officers is not absolute. 
It is a condition precedent to the exercise 
of that power that there shall be charges 
against the officer; that a copy of the 
charges shall be given to him, and that he 
shall be afforded an opportunity of being 
heard in his defense. The language of the 
Constitution, in respect to this matter, 
necessarily imports more than is expressed. 
It plainly means that the charges must 
consist of matters which a public officer 
may reasonably be required to defend him- 
self against. Hence, it is clear that trivial 
allegations in no manner affecting the 
character of the incumbent or his ability to 
discharge the duties of his office, are not 
within the contemplation of the funda- 
mental law. I think it may fairly be said 
that the charges to which this Constitu- 
tional provision refers must be such acts of 
commission or omission as affect the use- 
fulness of the incumbent as a public offi- 
cer. 
‘* But, assuming this to be so, it is said 
that those acts, in order to furnish the 
necessary Constitutional ground for re- 
moval by the executive, must be alleged to 
have been committed and must have been 
committed after the beginning of the term 
of office; and, because the alleged miscon- 
duct of Guden occurred before his election, 
it has been held that it afforded no basis 
for the action of the Governor. 

**It will be observed that the accusation 
is not merely that Guden promised to ap- 
point Reiss counsel to the Sheriff, but he 
did this corruptly. It amounts substan- 
tially to a charge that, induced thereto by 
some corrupt consideration, the candidate 
for Sheriff promised and agreed with an- 
other person that, in the event of his elec- 
tion, he would administer the office in a 
certain way for the benefit of that person. 
If such an agreement were corruptly made, 
its impropriety is not dependent upon the 
character of the official act subsequently 
to be performed. Suppose, for example, the 
case of a County Treasurer, authorized by 
law to select a depository for the public 
moneys under his custody. 
election, such an officer agreed, for a 
money consideration, with the President of 
a particular institution to deposit the pub- 
lic moneys in that institution, there could 
be no question, I think, as to the impro- 
priety of such an act, although in the ab- 
sence of any agreement on the subject the 
institution might properly have been se- 
lected. Furthermore, it is to be observed 
that the corrupt agreement alleged in the 
particular charge now under consideration 
related not to a time preceding the election 
and qualification of the officer, but that it 
was impossible of execution until he 
should become vested with the 
to the office. In other words, it was 
a corrupt agreement, the time of perform- 
ing which was necessarily postponed to a 
period when he should become a_ public 
officer. In this respect the case differs, I 
think, from any of those cited by counsel 
or in the opinion below. 

**In that opinion the precise question %s 
stated to be ‘whether the Governor had 
jurisdiction to entertain charges and re- 
move from office for alleged acts of Guden 
committed before he entered into office, or 
whether his jurisdiction was limited to 
charges of acts committed by Guden after 
he came into office only. Whatever the

SUBSIDY FOR SMALL VESSELS. 


Argument in Favor of It by Fields S. 
Pendleton of New York Before 
a House Committee. 
Speciai to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—An argument 
was made before the House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries this morn- 
ing for the restoration of that provision of 
the Ship Subsidy bill allowing small, 
wooden sailing vessels under 1,000 tons 
capacity to participate in the subsidy. 
Fields S. Pendleton of New York, President 
of the Atlantic Carriers’ Association, was 
the witness before the committee. In the 
shipment of certain cargoes, notably those 
which have to remain in the hold of the 
vessel untouched during the voyage ,in 
order that they may be landed in perfect 
condition, Mr. Pendleton represented that 
the sailing vessel was preferable to the 
steamship, as the latter, touching at so 
many ports, frequently shifted the cargo, 
to the detriment of the goods. 

The only protection which the ship own- 
ers had received up to the present time, 
Mr. Pendleton said, was the protective bar- 
riers which prevented them from doing 
business. He referred to the protective 
tariff on steel, lumber, cordage, &c., all 
of which materials enter into the construc- 
tion of a sailing ship. He submitted a 
statement of the relative cost of vessels 
constructed abroad and in the United 
States, showing that a _ vessel costing 
$28,000 to build in the United States could 
be built abroad for $18,000 to $19,000. When 
Mr. McDermott of New Jersey expressed 
some incredulity, Mr, Pendleton calmly 
stated that he would give a contract for 
five vessels of this character if any one 
could discount his figures. 

Mr. Pendleton said the tariff operated al- 
most altogether against the ship owner 
und builder because it was levied upon 
the materials which entered into the ship, 
and the owner received no countervailing 
compensation. He testified that the sailing 
vessel trade had been diminishing steadily 
for years, the number of ships being re- 
duced from 2,000 to 1,300, and was de- 
creasing every year. Mr. Pendleton gave 
some interesting details as to the advan- 
tage of the wooden ships over steel in our 
foreign trade, particularly with South 
America and Africa, where the countries 
have not expended vast sums for the im- 
provements of rivers and harbors. Mr. 
Pendleton pointed out that in many of the 
harbors the water was so shallow that 
vessels of deep draught could not be ad- 
mitted, and it was therefore necessary that 
small wooden vessels be employed. 

Mr. Pendleton made an appeal to the 
committee to do something for this class 
of vessels, in which he was interested. Ae 
k.ft with the committee letters from Con- 
suls at different ports throughout the worid 
in support of his statement that in many 
cases the trade of the United States de- 
pended upon the wooden sailing vessels of 
smail tonnage. 

A. R. Smith, Superintendent of the Mari- 
time Exchange of New York, filed a copy 
of resolutions adopted by the Exchange in- 
dorsing a subsidy for sailing vessels under 
1,000 tons.

Allowed to Send Their Retirement 
Bill to Congress. 

President Roosevelt, through a 
which was sent by his secretary to Jacob 
W. Starr of the United States Civil Service 
Retirement Association, gave his permis- 
sion that the organization, which is made 
up of Government employes, shall be per- 
mitted to formulate a bill for the retire- 
ment of superannuated employes.

THE PHILIPPINE QUESTION. 


Democratic Leaders Wish to Make It an 
Issue—The Republicans Willing.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Demo- 
cratic Senators still cling to what they call 
the Philippine question, and talk enthusi- 
astically about its being the great issue in 
the Fall campaign. Every bit of testimony 
that reflects unfavorably on the conduct 
of the war in the Philippines is seized upon 
with great delight, the theory apparently 
being that if enough testimony of this sort 
can be procured it will be likely to help 
the Democracy elect a majority of the 
next House of Representatives.

NOAH’S ARK CARGO RIVALED. 


A Dozen Elephants, 2,000 Canaries, 
Monkeys Galore, and Many Other 
Animals Arrive in Port. 

The Hamburg-American liner Abyssinia, 
which touched at this port yesterday, en 
route for Baltimore and Boston, brought 
one of the largest consignments of wild 
animals ever landed at an American port. 
The consignment is going to zoological gar- 
dens and to menageries of circuses through- 
out the country. Carl Hagenbeck of Ham- 

burg is the consignor of the entire lot. 

That the big liner, interiorly speaking, 
presented a lively appearance may he 
judged from the fact that in different parts 
of her hold there were incarcerated a dozen 
elephants and about one hundred and fifty 


monkeys of all species, including the kind 
known as the black macac and the pigtail 
specimen, not to mention a whole lot of 
others that rejoice in long scientific names. 
Then there were many hamadryas or Ara- 
bian sacred baboons, one green baboon 
besides the baboons of humbier birth, Ara- 
bian dromedaries, two in number; one Ben- 
gal tigress, a couple of black panthers, and 
a splendid specimen of the polar bear, 

In other parts of the ship six Russian 
deer, one little poodle dog, two pumas, a 
sable antelope, a white-tailed gnu, a pair 
of white camels, six cockatoos and three 
leopards, two of which hailed from India, 
and some two thousand or more canaries, 
that united with a score or so parrots and 
other birds of fine plumage and more or 
less melodious voices in giving a cacophon- 
ous concert all the way from Hamburg to 
port, were to be found. 

The skipper of the Abyssinia, Capt. Kuhle- 
wein, said the trip had been a very pleas- 
ant as well as a very fortunate one, only 
about a half dozen monkeys dying on the 
way over, while only a couple got loose 
during the entire voyage, and they were 
easily captured.

SAW THE “WATER CURE” GIVEN. 


Edward J. Davis, a Volunteer from 
Massachusetts, Testifies Before 


a Senate Committee. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Edward J. 
Davis of Greenfield, Mass., who was a Ser- 
geant in Company M, Twenty-sixth Volun- 
teer Infantry, was before the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines to-day. He was 


present in the convent at Igbaras Nov. 27, 
1900, when the ‘*‘ water cure ’’ was adminis- 
tered to the Presidente of the town of Ig- 
baras, as testified to by Sergt. Riley and 
Private Smith. 

The man was, he said, about forty years 
of age. When he was taken into the con- 
vent he was asked to give information as 
to whether runners had been sent out to 
notify the insurgents of the arrival of the 
scouts in the town. When he refused to do 
this the water detail, consisting of two 
privates of the Eighteenth Infantry, was 
ordered by Capt. Glenn to strip him. The 
man's clothing was removed above the 
waist and his hands tied behind him when 
the cure was administered. 

Mr. Davis said in reply to questions as to 
to physical effect of the process that the 
man ‘‘ squealed "’ terribly and that his eyes 


were bloodshot, but that the next day he 
was able to mount his horse and lead the 
scouts to the mountain. 

The witness also repeated the statement 
that two police officers of the town of Ig- 
baras had been subjected to the water cure. 
A native schoolteacher, he said, was taken 
into one of the back rooms of the convent 
by Dr. Lyons, who secured the information 
he wanted from him by placing two Colt 
revolvers to his head, 

Mr. Davis also gave .the details: of the 
burning, by order of Capt. Glenn, of the 
town of Igbaras, which he said contained 
about 10,000 people but no business places. 
All except about fifteen houses were de- 
stroyed, and men, women, and children 
were forced out indiscriminately. The wit- 
ness also said that a neighboring town 
containing about 12,000 people had been 
burned, but that he did not know who had 
given the order for its destruction. 

After Mr. Davis was excused the com- 
mittee went into executive session to con- 
sider the advisability of summoning wit- 
nesses from the Orient to testify. Senator 
Rawlins submitted the following names as 
those of men whom he thought it necessary 
to call: Aguinaldo, Mabini, who was one of 
Aguinaldo’s principal advisers; Sixto Lopez, 
who has been for several years in the 
United States in the interest of Philippine 
independence; Judge Pio del Pilar, Gen. 
Torres, Howard W. Bray, an Englishman, 
who has spent many years in the Philip- 
pines, and Robert M.°Collins and Harold 
Martin, press correspondents.

COURT-MARTIAL OF LIEUT. DAY. 


He Testifies to Shooting a Man by 
Major Waller’s Order. 
MANILA, April 17.—The mixed court- 
martial which tried Major Littleton W. T. 
Waller of the Marine Corps on the charge 
of executing natives of Samar 
trial to-day began the trial of Lieut. John 
H. A. Day of the Marine Corps, on the 
same charge. Lieut. Day testified in his 


own defense. He said the man shot Jan. 
19 was a spy, who was shot by Major 
Waller's orders, and added: 

**T ordered Private Kresge to fire at his 
head, and ordered Megee to fire at the 
centre of bis back. After the shooting | 
saw a convulsive shudder of the man's 
shoulders, placed my own revolver to his 
forehead and shot him dead. I ordered the 
police to leave the body on the ground, as 
an example to the natives."’ 

Major Waller testified that he ordered 
the shooting of eleven men Jan. 20, but 
denied ordering the execution of a man 
Jan. 19. He admitted he was very ill at 
the time. 

Surgeon Love testified that Major Wal- 
ler’s temperature Jan. 19 was 105. His 
illness then was such that he was not 
fitted to command. It was likely he might 
have given the order and forgotten all about 
it. He thought an officer would have been 
justified in disobeying the order. 


THE PRESIDENT SENDS MESSAGE. 


Through Gen. Chaffee He Congratulates

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Adjutant Gen. 
Corbin has sent the following cable message 
to Gen. Chaffee, at Manila: 

The Acting Secretary of War directs me to 
inform you that the President wishes.

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GOV. ODELL SIGNS TAX BILL 


State Rate Fixed at Thirteen-One- 
Hundredths of Mill. 


It Would Have 
Been Nothing, but for the Consti- 
tutional Requirements. 


The Governor Says 


ALBANY, April 17.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the bill fixing the State tax rate 
for the next fiscal year at thirteen-one- 
hundredths of a mill. There would be no 
direct tax but for the Constitutional pro- 
vision, which requires a levy to be made to 
pay a part of the canal debt. Gov. Odell 
filed with the law the following statement: 

“ State of New York—Executive Chamber. 

“ ALBANY, April 15, 1902. 
In approving Assembly bill No. 1,827 

fixing the tax rate at 13-100 of a mill 
for the fiscal year beginning Oct. 1, 1902, 
I take this opportunity of congratulating 
the people of the State upon the fact that 
the Legislature, through its action, has 
afforded relief to the farmer, the small tax- 
payer as well as the large owner of real 
estate, from the burdens of a direct tax. 
That there has been no desire in accom- 
plishing this result to curtail in any manner 
necessary expenditures is apparent by the 
most casual examination of the various 
appropriation bills. It has met the de- 
mand for better educational facilities, for 
the improvement of the highways of the 
State through the operation of the Higbie- 
Armstrong law, by the large appropriation 
of $795,000, as well as by increasing the 
State’s share of road-building expense from 
25 to 50 per cent. under the so-called Fuller 
law, as amended by the Plank bill enacted 
at the session of 1902. It has met all proper 
demands while striving to keep the expendi- 
tures of the great number of commissions 
created between the years 1882 and 1804 
within reasonable . limits. 

* Following the precedents established by 
recent Legislatures of the same political 
faith, it has sought to give effect to the 
many wise laws relating to the subject of 
indirect taxation {through amendments 
which have increased the tax from corpora- 
tions during the year ending Oct. 1, 1902, 
over the preceding year by the sum of 
$2,972,171.12, and the taxpayers can look 
with confidence for a still further increase 
during the coming year, so that the State 
Treasury will be richer from these sources 
by at least $3,500,000 over the year 1900. 
The present Administration has also had 
the benefit of the revenues produced by 
the so-called Raines liquor tax law, which 
paid to the localities, while adding to the 
State’s indirect revenue $4,197,858.72 yearly, 
$5,474,448°82 more than was received by the 
counties annually during the operation of 
the law which it repealed, thus refuting 
the charge that it has deprived the locali- 
ties of their moneys and by indirection 
shifted the burden from the State to the 
municipalities. j 

“It may not be amiss to state that in 
addition to the financial effect of this law, 
other features have not been neglected, and 
a reduction in the number of licensed, 
places of -6,602 is shown, 

GOV. FLOWER’S ADMINISTRATION. 

“That the reduction in the State tax is 
not a mere juggling of figures is shown by 
a comparison of the records with that of 
one of my predecessors—Gov. Flower—since 
that administration seems to be the one 
chosen for this purpose by those who ques- 
tion the accuracy of the results of the 
labors of the two Legislatures of 1901 and 
1902,. For Gov. Flower’s rugged honesty 
and character I entertain the highest re- 
spect. For his determination to-correct the 
abuses of the so-called county ‘system for 
the insane as well as in condemning the 
extravagances in the management of State 
institutions which had grown up from 1885 
to the period of his incumbency, I have 
the greatest admiration. The State owes to 
him a lasting debt of gratitude for the ser- 
vices thus rendered. With the growth of 
New York it necessarily followed that there 
should be a corresponding increase in the 
expenses of government. But it is’ weil to 
remember that since 1894 the State has 
assumed the-entire care of the insane and 
charitable, institutions, ‘and ‘that¢the locali- 
ties are thus relieved ‘from their support. 
It must also be understood. that the Con- 
stitution adopted by the people in 1894 in- 
creasing the membership of the Legisla- 
ture, creating new judicial tribunals, as 
well as increasing the number of Supreme 
Court Judges by forty, has caused a large 
additional expense. j 

‘* Extravagance even in assuming these 
additional burdens does not prevail, how- 
ever, as the expense for the care of the in- 
sane was less by $1,038,196.59 in 1901 than 
in 1900, and will be $1,373,076.81 less in 1902 
than in 1900. In the,charitable institutions 
the same corresponding decrease is shown, 
and this, too, without in any way or man- 
ner taking from the inmates the necessaries 
of life, the principle which has directed 
these reductions being the demand for 
‘fewer castles and more

| In, considering the total of the appro- 
priatidns, the years 1893 and 1894 do not 
show the total._of expenditures for the vari- 
ous institutions and departments, because 
before the enactment of the.so-called Hig- 
gins law of 1899, Chapter 580, they were 
allowed to hold their receipts and the ap- 
propriations made by the Legislature were 
in addition to these sums. Under the Hig- 
gins law, however, they are covered into 
the Treasury and are only available upon 
appropriations, so that for the purpose of 
comparison it is but fair to take -out the 
refunds which cover the payments into the 
banking, insurance, and railroad depart- 
ments and the earnings of institutions to 
properly charge up what the Legislature 
in the matter of appsppriation is responsi- 
ble for, and are therefore not direct appro- 
priations of the State. What is known as 
‘refunds’ also includes the taxes paid by 
the various counties outside the City of 
New York over and above the sum of $7,200 
allowed by the State for salaries of the

“The refunds, exclusive of board for in- 
mates of asylums and prisons, for farm 
products,. &c., during 1893-4, amounted’ to 
$784,650.70. The total net , appropriation 
therefore under Gov. Flower’s administra- 


tion was $32,296,263.48, in addition to the 
réceipts from asylums, &c., which did not 
pass through the State Treasurer’s hands. 

“All receipts from asylums and other 
sdurces during the present administration 
amounted to $2,041,327.13, which, deducted 
from the total appropriation of $44,262,- 
120.18, leaves the actual appropriation pay- 
able from taxes raised of $42. 220,793.00 an 
apparent difference of $9,924,529.57 over the 
years 1893-4. 

It may be claimed that this difference as 
between the deductions on account of re-

“If from this we deduct the apparent 
increase of $0,024,529.57, the net difference 
in appropriations for the years of compari- 
son, a difference of $1,046,714.92 is shown 
in favor ef the economy of the Legislatures 
of 1901 and 1902. 

“While the appropriations are thus shown 
to be less in view of this explanation it 
may not be amiss to revert to the tax 
rates, and, however much the Legislature 
may be criticised for maintaining a busi- 
ness-like balance in the form of Treasury 
surplus for unforeseen contingencies, and 
as also illustrating the wisdom of the 
present Legislature, the following figures 
speak for themselves: 

‘In ‘1893 the rate was 2.58, while in 
1894 it was 2.18, or .40 mill difference, while 
in 1901 the rate was 1.20, and the present 
year .13 mills, and except for the constitu- 
tional requirements it would have been 
nothing. This is a record that is unprece- 
dented and without a parallel in the history 
of the State. To accomplish this result 
nothing in the tax roll values has been 
taken from the localities. The bank tax 
of 1 per cent. imposed by the municipalities 
to comply with the laws of the United 
States, all goes to the locality. The real 
estate of insurance companies and trust 
companies is still found upon the books of 
the local assessors, and the fact that the 
assessments as returned to the State Board 
of Assessors show no decrease, but on 
the contrary the same annual increment. 
is a sufficient answer to the criticism that 
the State has benefited in its tax laws at 
the expense of the localities. All these 
facts are gratifying, and it is a sincere 
pleasure to affix my signature to this bill, 
believing that the Legislature of 1902 
merits the approbation which will doubt- 
less be accorded them by the constituency 
they have so faithfully represented.

JURY HAS VAN: WORMER CASE. 


Attorneys Finish Their Addressts in 
Trial of Three Brothers Charged 


with Hallenbeck Murder. 

HUDSON, N. Y.. April 17.—The jury in 
the case of the tMree brothers Van Wor- 
mer, the young men on trial for the mur- 
der of their uncle, Peter A. Hallenbeck, 
is now considering what verdict it will 
bring in. The attorneys finished their ad- 
dresses, and the Judge charged the jury 
in the afternoon, and at 4:40 o’clock the 
latter retired. 

Realizing there was no likelihood of re- 
ceiving a verdict to-night, the Judge ad- 
journed court until to-morrow morning. 
It will reconvene at 9:30 o'clock. 

When the inal of the three _ brothers 
Was resumed to-day Alonzo H. Far- 
rar, special counsel for Frederick Van 
Wormer, began his address to the 
jury in behalf of his client. He claimed 
that the boy was not guilty of the crime 
charged in the indictment. He admitted 
that the Van Wormer boys had gone to the 
Hallenbeck house in the manner. shown at 
the trial, but denied that they had any in- 
tention of killing their uncle. ‘‘ They were 
probably foolish, but they never intended to 
injure his person.’’ Mr. Farrar contended 
that the finding of bullets in the walls and 
ceilings showed that the boys had no inten- 
tion of shooting at Mr. Hallenbeck. Mr. 
Hallenbeck unexpectedly produced a weapon 
and in the confusion there was a tragedy 
that no one had anticipated. While Farrar 
was making his plea the prisoners cried. 

Ex-Judge Cady, for the defense, followed 
Mr. Farrar. He argued that there was an 
entire absence of premeditation ‘and, that 
when the Van Wormer boys went to the 
Hallenbeck house they had no intention of 
injuring their uncle. They had taken Har- 
vey Bruce with them, and Mr. Cady in- 
sisted that if they had planned murder they 
would not have invited a witness to be pres- 
ent. He said it was clear that the shooting 
was done at random.

WATER STORAGE COMMISSION. 


its Purpose Is to Investigate Cause of 
Freshets and Overfiows. 
ALBANY, April 17.—Gov. .Odell to-day 
appointed the following members of the 
State Water Storage Commission: Olin H. 
Landreth of Schenectady County, John L. 


King of Onondaga County, Elnathan Sweet 
of Albany County, George W. Rafter of 
Monroe County, and Charles Finch of, War- 
ren County. 

The commission is appointed pursuant to 
Chapter 400 of the laws of 1902, which 
provides that a commission of eight mem- 
bers shall be created, to consist of the At- 
torney General, the State Engineer and 
Surveyor, the State Forest, Fish and Game 
Commissionér, ‘and five members to be 
appointed by the Governor. The law charges 
the commission to investigate the cause 
of the Spring freshets and overflows of 
the rivers and streams of the State and to 
recommend to the Legislature what should 
be done to prevent their recurrence. The 
sum of $5,000 is appropriated for the com- 
mission’s expense. 


STOCK INCREASE APPROVED. 


State Railroad Commissioners Pass on 
That of New York Central. 
ALBANY, April 17.—The State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners to-day approved 
of the increases of capital stock of the 
New York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company and the Mohawk and Ma- 
lone Railroad Company, authorized by the 
stockholders of those companies at their 
meetings in this city yesterday. The cer- 
tificates of increase were filed subsequent- 
ly with the Secretary of State. The capital 
of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company is increased from

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Note for $28,000 Given After a 
Game of Chance at Naples. 


Was Made by C. F. Kohli of Philadelphia 
—‘ Pat” Sheedy, Who Sues to, Re- 
on iIt,. Tells How 
He Got It.

The sequel to a gambling game for high 
stakes played at Naples, Italy, in January, 
1900, "and participated in by several Ameri- 
cans, became ° known “yesterday when, 
through his attorneys, Patrick F. Sheedy, 
known as a professional gambler, filed 
papers for a suit to recover from C. Fred- 
erick Kohl of Philadelphia $28,000 on a 
promissory note made by Kohl in favor of 
Martin J. Walsh, and assigned by Walsh 
to Sheedy. Hastings & Gleason, counsel for 
Sheedy, obtained an order from Justice 
O'Gorman, placing the suit on the short 
cause calendar. = 

Sheedy in his complaint says that on 
Jan. 27, 1900, Kohl made, executed, and 
delivered to Martin J. Walsh his promis- 
sory note for $28,000, payable in twelve 
months at Philadelphia, Without protesta- 
tion, and for value received... He says that 
before maturity he acquired this note from 
Walsh. for value consideration, and” that 
upon the note coming dué Kohl refused to 
pay it, and that it is still unpaid. He there- 
fore demands judgment for. the full amount. 

Cardozo & Nathan, lawyers, of this city, 
and counsel for.Kohl, have -filed an an- 
swer in which their client admits making 
the note, but says it-was without legal con- 
sideration, that it was made in a gambling 
transaction, and is therefore illegal and 
void. . Kohl says that a few days prior to 
Jan. 27, 1900, he, Walsh, and John C. Gray 
played a.certain game of chance, at which 
it was asserted by them that Walsh had 
won $28,000 from Kohl. He maintains:that 
this: game was. the-result of a conspiracy 
entered into by the two men to defraud 
him. What the game of chance was or how 
he lost. it-is not mentioned. He further 
States that the note was secured from him 
as the result of the game at Naples, and 
thal it was obtained through fraud and de- 
ceit. Edgar J. Nathan, opposed the appli- 
cation of Sheedy'’s counsel. He said that 
Sheedy acquired the note with full knowi- 
edge of the fact that it was given in z 
gairbling transaction. 

Mr. Sheedy, when seen yesterday, gav2 
this tollowing version of the transaction: 

“That game in Naples was known of by 
a let of sports from this side. -I don’t czre 
to say what the game was, for I wasn’t 
there at the time. I was:in Egypt.-I had 
met Kohl before I was given the note by 
Walsh I always heard of Kohl being a 
true sport, and his werd was considered 
good tor any amount. In fact, I saw-nim 
myself pay over checks, one for $38,C:), 
another for $15,000, and still another for 
3600, all on notes. I had known Walsh for 
a long time. He used to keep a hotel st 
Peabody, Mass., and was a good customer 
of mine when I ran a room on Twenty- 
ninth. Street, in New York. And I want to 
tell you he is-a good sport. He often went 
broke, but he could have me soul if he 
wanted to, and he always came round the 
next day with the goods 

“I meets Walsh one day at Monte Carlo, 
and he touches me for a slight sum, 1 
won't say what it was, but you might be 
able ‘to set the corks a-popping with’ it. 
Sure I gave it.to him. Why. shouldn't I? 
He’ was me old friend. He played that 
night, and got uj) against it, tried to soak 
his luck, and didii’t show up with the green 
as he promised next day. He meets me 
later, and he seys: ‘Pat, I: haven't got 
the money, but ! have got a note I'll give 
you.’ I gazed a* the note and saw'it was 
Kohl's. Why i could stake me life it was 
the best business proposition I ever got 
up against. I accepted it in payment of the 
debt which Walsh owed me, and: if I was: 
ever surprised in me life it was when I sent* 
the note to ‘Houey, the bankers on Fifth 
Street, Philadelphia, and was told that the 
payment had been stopped. ial ‘ 

“T naturally want me money. Why, I 
knew that fellow Kohl to lose on that one 
trip alone $100,000, and not counting -what 

e lost that I don’t know, about, and he: 

as always been as good as‘his word. I 
never heard of this feller’Gray. It's the 
Same old game of squealing when some of 
them get up against it. I lost.in me day. 
Why, I feH to some of the easy ones time 
and time again. You wouldn't think a fly 
guy as I am could fall to easy ones, but 
say, young gints, I've got in me pocket a 
lot of paper that isn’t worth its weight. 

‘““A while ago I gets a chance to buy a 
diamond ‘star for 8600 that I knows is 
worth twice as much. I takes it, and one 
day comes along a guy who gets stuck on 
it.. I offers it to him for a-thousand. He 
tells me he hasn't got the cash, and flashes 
on me two notes for $500 each on a bank on 
Nassau Street, and gives me time to look 
them up, and I find them all right. They 
are dated six months ahead, and I falls 
and gives him me star. I takes the notes 
to the jeweler and pays him for the star 
with the notes and gets the difference in 
cash. Why, say, these two fellers had 
caught me. F tumbled right into it head 
over heels. Now you wouldn't think that 
Pat Sheedy would fall to that old game, 
would you? Why, the. feller that made out 
them notes and the guy that handed them 
to'me red hot, were looking for some one, 
and along comes me and grabs the bait, 
hook and all. Then the jeweler cames back 
at me, and I pays for the stones and loses 
them in the bargain. 

“That was a crooked game, but when a 
feller like Kohl, who has wandered round 
the hotels of London wantin’ to stake a 
thousand poe on the turn of a_ penny, 
cries fraud, then it's rot. I saw him lose 
$6,000 in a certain hotel in London on the 
turn of a coin. He was known as a feller 
in Europe who couldn't get any one to play 
high enough for him. 

“There was another feller mixed’ u 
this deal who is responsible for the whole 
trouble. He is known here as a wine 
agent and a crack shot. He knows of the 
note which Kohl gave to Walsh, and goes 
to Walsh and says: *{f want 25 per cent. of 
it or I am in a power to stop the. payment,’ 
and says he'll tell Kohl, who is a friend of 
his, that the game was crooked and advise 
him to stop the payment. Walsh paid-no 
attention to him, and it was found out that 
he did know Kohl. I saw them together in 
Paris meself.”’ ; 

The counsel for Kohl said. yesterday. that 
the latter was in California.

Brooklyn Triumphs Over Boston by a 
Single Run— Victories for Pitts- 
burg and Chicago in the West.

Every man and woman on 
the grand stand and bleachers then stood 
up and howled, and it was fully three min- 
utes before the game proceeded, The cheers 
shook the grand stand and made the flags 
of all nations, with which it was decorated, 
flutter as though a gale were blowing. 
From that time on there was nothing but 
cheering at every good play by either New 
York or Philadelphia. 

Only once did the crowd evince any war- 
like feeling, and that was when Dunn 
bunted a ball, the first and third basemen 
of the Quakers muffed, Mathewson came 
home, and Dunn got to third. Then O'Day 
decided that the ball was a foul, as it 
had rolled back of the base line, and in 
a moment there was a storm of hisses. 

Of the game itself there is not much to 
say. It was New York's from start to 
finish. The New Yorkers outplayed their 
antagonists at every point. The pitching 
of Mathewson was wonderful. e knew 
exactly when and where to place each ball, 
and he did it with a skill and judgment 
which, if kept up, will make him easily 
the champion pitcher of America. 

Jones, in centre field, made the enthusi- 
asts forget their one-time idol, Van 
Haltren, and Doyle, on first base, only 
allowed one ball to get past him. Yeager, 
behind the bat, won both applause and 
hisses for his work. He caught anything 
that came straight from the pitcher, but 
when Jacklitsch knocked up an easy ‘‘ pop 
fiv’’ he let it go through his hands as 
though they and the ball were greased.

He Returns from England Prais- 
ing Her Hospitality. 


After Paying a Tribute to Ambassador 
Choate, the Texan Declares that 
the Next President Will 
Be a Democrat. 


Ex-Gov. James 8S. Hogg of Texas, who 
since February has been in London, arrived 
home on the White Star liner Teutonic yes- 
terday. The Governor was in splendid 
health, as well as humor, and though he 
said that he was mighty glad to get back 
home, he nevertheless took occasion to say 
a lot of nice things about the Britons, 
whom he said had received him as one of 
the family and had done everything they 
could to make his stay with them an en- 
joyable one. 

The big, genial Governor was undoubted- 
ly the most popular of the Teutonic’s pas- 
sengers, especially with the younger wo- 
men. When he left the pier he was given 
a hearty send-off, the demonstration, ac- 
cording to one of the passengers who, like 
the Governor, comes from Texas, being a 
regular old-time Lone Star ovation. 

At the Waldorf-Astoria, where he lives 
while in New York, Mr. Hogg was seen yes- 
terday and asked about his experiences 
while abroad. 

“What about those knee breeches they 
wanted you to appear in at Court?” he was 
asked. 

** Now, let’s don’t talk about that. I am 
too good an American to hob-nob around 
in any such get-up. A nice figure I'd cut 
in knee pants and a cockade hat, with 
red rooster feathers in it. No, let's talk 
about something else, Ambassador Choate, 
for instance. 

“ There's a magnificent American for you. 
No American who is an American can go 
to London and not feel proud of such a 
splendid representative of his country as is 
Joseph H. Choate. He is the ablest man 
in the diplomatic corps there, and justly 
popular with everybody.” 

The Governor was then asked what opin- 
ion he had formed of the English people 
generally. 

“Naturally, a most favorable one,’’ was 
the reply. ‘They are a splendid people. 
One thing, especially, I noted, was the 
universal good-will and friendship every- 
where displayed for the United States. The 
people feel allied to us, and consider 
America more in the light of a much-be- 
loved relative than anything else, and this 
sentiment, among all classes, is unbroken. 

“ The end of the trouble in South Africa,” 
said Gov. Hogg, ‘‘ would gratify every Eng- 
lishman, especially as the coronation is so 
near,”’ he said, ‘‘and the people don’t want 
to celebrate while blood is being shed.”’ 

When asked if he was out of politics, Gov. 
Hog®é replied: ‘‘ No, certainly not. I think 
it is the duty of every American to take an 
interest in public affairs. And, by the way, 
let me say that I believe the next President 
will be'a Democrat.”’ 

*“* What about Mr. Bryan, do you think he 
could be elected? ”’ 

“If he could secure the nomination, yes. 
As for Mr. Hill, he is another strong man, 
and I believe that he, too, could be elected. 
But it’s too early to figure on the nominee. 
Any suggestion at this time must obviously 
be merely speculative. The Republican 
Party cannot with impunity arraign such 
men as Schley, Miles, and Dewey, and then 
expect to explain when election time comes 
around.”’ 

Gov. Hogg will remain in New York a 
week or ten days before going to Texas.

‘He and his friends be- 
lieve,” said Mr. RoosEVELT, “ that they 
ought to be paid for supporting the 
party. That sounds like a harsh way of 
putting it, but it is a perfectly just way. 
There is a certain difference between be- 
ing paid with an office and being paid 
with money, exactly as there is a certain 
difference between the savagery of an 
Ashantee and that of a Hottentot, but 
it is small in amount.” 

Mr. Roosevett himself has now

MR. DEPEW TO THE RESCUE.

ante-rooms of the Capitol 
everything in its power to secure these 
privileges. It is, therefore, better that 
he should visit the Governor on this 
errand, and make it perfectly clear that 
his company is the only friend the bill 
has. That will, we should say, bring the 
responsibility straight home to the Gov- 
ernor and leave him no excuse for mis- 
understanding the purpose and effect of 
the measure. It will also leave the pub- 
lic in no danger of misunderstanding as 
to his action should he permit the Sena- 
tor to rescue the bill from the fate to 
which every honest and disinterested 
man who has had anything to do with 
it seeks to condemn it. 

Without the support of the Senator 
and the wealthy and not too scrupulous 
corporation in whose employ he is, the 
bill would be in a situation not without 
a@ touch of pathos. Of dignified and 
even aristocratic parentage, originally 
presented to the Legislature by the 
Mayor, on the advice of the Corporation 
Counsel, received with kindness by the 
Legislature, and looked on with affection 
by the Governor himself, the bill has 
been disowned by its authors, who frank- 
\ ly confessed that they could not stand for 
the vicious qualities it had been shown 
to possess. The Mayor has not only re- 
quested that it should be killed, but he 
has demonstrated to the Governor that 
there is another measure which will ac- 
complish all legitimate purposes of this 
bill, without exposing the city to any 
of the evils involved in this one. And 
he has reinforced his advice by the 
opinions not only of Mr. Rivus, the ac- 
‘complished draughtsman of the bill, but 

that of Judge Ditton, whose au- 
ty is even higher. We de not recall 
all the history of our legislation a 


measure so promptly and completely 
brought to grief at the demand of intel- 
ligent public sentiment. 

Why, then, should the Central Rail- 
road Company, through its persuasive 
and evasive mouthpiece, the junior Sen- 
ator from New York, seek to save it? 
why, in so seeking, should the Senator 
and the company utterly disregard the 
interests, not merely of the city, but of 
the party to which the Senator and the 
Governor belong, by urging a policy so 
clearly opposed to public opinion? And 
why should not the Central Railroad be 
as ready as was the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, under almost identical conditions, 
to retrace a mistaken step, and to re- 
spect candidly and in good faith the 
rights of the city as defined by its 
proper authorities? If it would only do 
that, it would lay the foundation for 
public confidence and reasonable public 
favor, which it will sorely need when 
Mr. Derew’s winsome tongue shall have 
ceased from wagging in its interests. 

TWO SUGAR ISLANDS. 

The reports we received by mail from 
London of the recent rioting in Jamaica 
are fuller than those which came to us 
direct. The correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times assured that journal, on April 
6, of the rioting at Montego Bay on the 
day before, that “‘ the incident is purely 
local and is of no political significance 
whatever.” His dispatch of the follow- 
ing day makes it difficult to accept this 
explanation. The rioting had broken out 
again “‘ with more serious results.’’ Some 
twenty policemen were injured. A de- 
tachment of 100 men from the West In- 
dian Regiment had been ordered to the 
of hostilities, with an additional 
large body of armed police, and his 
Majesty’s cruiser Tribune had also been 
dispatched to help put down the disturb- 
This seems too extensive to have 
“the arrest of a man 
for disorderly conduct,” which is the 
origin assigned to it. It seems much 
more likely to have proceeded from the 
distress of which Jamaica has been for 
some years complaining in consequence 
of the inability of her planters to com- 
pete with the bounty-fed sugar of Con- 
tinental Europe in the English market. 
Now, we believe for the first time, a di- 
rect “grant in aid” is proposed for Ja- 
maica in the British budget, to enable 
her to tide over the interval before the 
Continental bounties become inoperative, 
after which the sugar growers are con- 
fident of their ability to earn their own

However that may be, it is plain that 
a series of hunger riots is not only not 
impossible, but is highly probable, in an- 
other sugar island, and that one for 
which we have assumed as grave a re- 
sponsibility as Great Britain acknowl- 
edges in regard to Jamaica. The only 
grant in aid” that is proposed by any 
party in Congress is that upon which the 
House is expected to vote to-day. By the 
agreement of expert witnesses, it is 
shamefully and ridiculously inadequate 
to the needs of Cuba. Twice as great a 
reduction of our duty on sugar would 
not be too much. It is doubtful if it 
would be enough. In addition to the 
other risks and perils of the Government 
which we have assisted Cuba to set up, 
and which we have guaranteed before 
the world, there is the special risk that 
the beginning of the new Government 
will coincide with a period of distress in 
the island which we might have prevent- 
ed and which we have neglected to pre- 
vent. OXNARD and the sugar beats may 
be willing to bear their share of the na- 
tional disgrace that would be brought 
upon’'us by hunger riots in Cuba. But 
that any legislator in Congress should be 
willing to bear his would be inconceiva- 
ble if the evidence to the contrary were 
not before our eyes. It is not too late 
for any individual member of Congress 
to dissociate himself from this National 
scandal. 


THE SOUTHERN EDUCATION BOARD. 

Next week there will be held at Ath- 
ens, Ga., the fourth annual session of 
the Conference for Education in the 
South, and a considerable party will go 
from this city as the guests of Mr. Ros- 
ERT C. OGDEN, whose energy and intelli- 
gence in the promotion of the cause of 
education in the South have been inval- 
uable. 

The movement begun four years ago 
has had a remarkable and most promis- 
ing growth. It took more definite shape 
at the meeting last year at Winston-Sa- 
lem, in North Carolina. Then was con- 
ceived and organized the Southern Edu- 
cation Board, of which Mr. OGDEN is the 
President. The purpose of this board is 
to arouse the interest of all parts of the 
South in public schools and to extend 
material aid where it will complete and 
strengthen the efforts of the various 
communities. This involves two branches 
of work. First, there is careful investi- 
gation. Second, there is wise and pru- 
dent but generous administration. Both 
are amply provided for in the organiza- 
tion of the board. The Presidency of Mr. 
OGDEN brings to the board great busi- 
ness ability, with experience in his 
connection with Hampton, and a gift 
for fruitful co-operation for high aims 
that is very rare in this country, or, in- 
deed, in any. The Executive Board con- 
sists of Mr. OapmEn, Dr. J. I. M. -Curry, 
for many years the chief agent of the 
Peabody and Slater funds; Dr. DasBnry 
of the University of Tennessee, Dr. 
ALDERMAN of Tulane University, Louisi- 
ana; Dr. McIver of North Carolina, Dr. 
FRISSELL of Hampton, one of the strong- 
est men engaged in educational work in 
the Union; Grorcr Fostpr Pzrapopy, 
whose generous and sagacious aid to ed- 
ucation in the South has been notable; 
Dr. WALLACE BuTTRICK, Mr. H. H. Han- 
na of Indiana, widely known for his sin- 
gularly good work in connection with the 
currency; President BaLpWIN of this 
city, who has intimate knowledge of the 
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South and enjoys general confidence 
there; Dr. ALBERT SHAW, and Mr. WAL- 
TER H. Pace. Of this dozen of men 
seven are either natives of the South or 
have had long residence there. The work 
of the board, though it is shared by 
many Northern men, is essentially under 
Southern direction. 

The aim to which we have referred rec- 
Ognizes no distinction of color or race or 
sex. It includes all the people of the 
South. But it will necessarily in the 
first instance be directed more imme- 
diately to the schooling of the whites, 
since public schools are necessarily more 
nearly completely provided for them than 
for the blacks. But the position of the 
board is made clear in the following 
statement: “If the negro problem is to 
be settled aright, it must be settled by 
educated, intelligent white men and not 
by ignorant ones. This being the case, 
the highest welfare of the negro lies in 
the better education of the whites. The 
solution of this problem is to be found 
in teaching the negro to work, and so to 
be a self-respecting citizen.” 

It is plain that the Southern Education 
Board has entered with great care and 
foresight on a most important work, and 
one which merits the hearty sympathy 
and support of all good citizens of what- 
ever section. 


AN ABSURD ORDINANCE. 

The Board of Aldermen has done an 
unwise and generally objectionable act 
in passing an ordinance penalizing under 
a fine of $50 the turning back of a car 
on any of our city railroads before it 
has covered the whole distance between 
the depot and the end of the line. The 
ordinance is aimed particularly at the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
which has several stations on Broadway 
and the avenues at which certain cars 
Stop, and at which the passenger de- 
sirous of continuing the journey is re- 
quired to “take the car ahead.” It pro- 
vides as follows: / 


No surface road or street railway com- 
pany owning, operating, managing, or con- 
trolling street cars in the streets or high- 
ways of the City of New York shal] direct- 
ly or indirectly, through its officers, agent, 
or servants transfer any passenger from a 
car leaving the company’s car depot or 
any other car on its single branch, or 
leased branches, until it shall have reached 
the termination of its route, and for every 
violation of the ordinance there shall be 
recoverable against the company offending 
a penalty of $50, to be sued for in the 
name of each and every passenger so 
transferred. 


A general ordinance of this character 
should be drawn with a good deal more 
care than seems to have been exeroised 
in this instance to make the meaning 
clear. Somehow, the new ordinance does 
not appear to mean just what it says, 
or perhaps it does not say just what it 
means. To forbid the transferring of 
passengers at any points except the ter- 
minals of the lines to which it’ applies, 
would introduce strange and disturbing 
complications into our system of street 
travel, and if the railroad companies 
should be disposed to take it literally 
and give it the interpretation it fully 
warrants, they might put the public to 
a good deal more inconvenience than is 
now suffered. 

If a car breaks down, or is smashed in 
an accident, or takes fire, the conductor 
would subject the corporation employing 
him to substantia! penalties if he trans- 
ferred the passengers to another car on 
the same or a branch line unless such 
disabling accident happened to occur at 
one end of the line or the other. By the 
letter of the ordinance the passenger has, 
by implication, the right to get off a car 
if he wants to before it has gone the 
entire length of its run, but he cannot 
get a transfer, and if he takes another 
car must pay his fare again. That the 
ordinance had-no such absurd purpose in 
view does not alter the fact that as it 
stands it accomplishes just this ab- 
surdity. No doubt our friends, the 
Aldermen, mean well—sometimes; but 
they have a confidence in their ability 
to express themselves in English which 
is not warranted by the average results 
of their efforts to say something in the 
formal language of an enactment. 

The effort in this instance was to cor- 
rect a public nuisance which, if not 
exactly intolerable, has become a source 
of considerable public inconvenience. 
No doubt it could have been corrected, 
but not only does the ordinance so enthu- 
siastically approved that it passed by a 
vote of 57 to 2 fail to do this, but it 
creates a vastly greater nuisance and 
only needs to be followed literally by 
the street railway companies to make 
more trouble than street car travelers 
have known for years. Better try again, 
gentlemen, This ordinance is a misfit. 

MACHINERY AND LABOR. 

Mr. WILLIAM ABRAHAM, M. P., one of 
the ablest and most influential labor 
leaders in Great Britain and a power 
among the Welsh miners, lately visited 
this country to study industrial condi- 
tions here, and in a recent address to 
his constituents of the Rhondda Valley 


he gave substantial evidence of the fact. 


that he employed his time while here to 
good purpose. With as much courage asin- 
telligence he has recanted what he ad- 
mits were life-long convictions as to the 
effect of machinery upon the interests 
of labor. - 

He says that, in common with most 
of those who are identified with the 
labor movement, he had always believed 
that the introduction of machinery for 
the performance of operations previous- 
ly performed by hand could not fail to 
be to the immediate and permanent dis- 
advantage of the skilled mechanic. This 
conviction he brought with him to 
America, expecting to find here abun- 
dant evidence that as the employer pros- 
pered by the aid of machinery labor was 
crowded to the background and skill 
availed nothing in assisting a man to 
rise above the status of the unskilled 
workman in the labor market. He re- 
turned from his American visit thor- 
oughly cured of this crude notion, and 
convinced 
EN « 
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that it was henceforth his 


duty to advocate the employment of ma- 
chinery in every industry upon which 
Great Britain is dependent in her com- 
petition with other countries. He found 
that instead of degrading men and de- 
priving them of the opportunity to bet- 
ter their condition, labor-saving ma- 
chinery emancipated them from servi- 
tude to monotonous and necessarily low- 
priced tasks, and by increasing their 
productive power increased their value. 
He discovered that it was at once the 
duty and the interest of the British man- 
ufacturer to provide himself with the 
best plant possible with a view to re- 
ducing manufacturing costs to a mini- 
mum, and that unless he does this not 
only would it be impossible for England 
to hold her own in international competi- 
tion, but the interests of labor must suf- 
fer, since a minimum output meant a 
minimum wage. 

This is not a new economic truth, but 
it is one which the labor leader learns 
very slowly and often fails to compre- 
hend at all. That Mr. ABRAHAM has 
learned it so quickly and with such sin- 
cerity of conviction as to warrant him 
in saying that if the manufacturers will 
provide the plant needed to put Great 
Britain again in the front rank of pro- 
ducers, he would deem it his duty to do 
all in his power to dispel the prejudice 
against machinery in the minds of Brit- 
ish workmen, shows that he is a man of 
intelligence, and warrants the hope that 
important results will follow the pro- 
posed visit to this country of the party 
of English workmen who are coming 
here under the guidance of Mr. ALFRED 
MOSELT as representative of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, 


The Senate passed the Platt substitute 
for the Chinese Exclusion bill by a vote 
of 76 to 1, Senator Hoar alone voting in 
the negative. This vote creates the pre- 
sumption that in conference proceedings 
it would be difficult to persuade the Sen- 
ate to accept a more stringent measure. 
Many Senators look with disfavor upon 
the principle of exclusion, and all of 
them, even Mr. Hoar, appear to prefer 
the extension of the present law to the 
enactment of an unreasonable and out- 
rageous measure of restriction. Labor 
demagogues and other demagogues in 
the House who attempt to amend the 
Senate substitute will run considerable 
risk of seeing all Chinese exclusion leg- 
islation fail. 


Justice GaYNor gets a rather bad re- 
versal in the decision of the Appellate 
Division declaring that Sheriff GupEN 
was properly removed. The point that 
GUDEN’s corrupt promise was made be- 
fore he took office, while the Governor’s 
constitutional power of removal mani- 
festly applies to acts done while in office, 
is swept away by the court's statement 
of the somewhat obvious proposition that 
the corrupt promise bound him to exer- 
cise his official powers in a certain way. 
With much tenderness Justice BARTLETT, 
writing the opinion of the Appellate Di- 
vision, refers to the fact that this view 
of the case was not presented to the 
léarned Judge who declared GUDEN im- 
properly ousted. But a learned Judge is 
supposed to see some things for himself. 


“TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Without anticipating any large or im- 
mediate results from the war upon “ Chris- 
tian Science’’ which was declared by the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence at its 
meeting this week, one can still commend 
no less for accuracy than for vigor the 
characterizations of Eddyism made by the 
several speakers. The language used was 
strong, but none too strong. There are still 
people, “of course, who will regard as un- 
duly harsh the comparison of the “ Scien- 
tists’ with the Thugs of India which was 
presented in one of’ the addresses, but as a 
matter of fact points of similarity are not 
hard to find, especially by those who are 
willing to admit the “ sincerity '’ of the so- 
called healers. It is probable, or, rather, 
certain, that the “ sincerity ’’ to be found in 
this miserable cult is confined almost ex- 
clusively to its victims, who are also its 
financial supporters. The exploiters of the 
delusion take little pains to conceal their 
eagerness for easily acquired money. The 
sufferings of the poor, whether real or im- 
aginary, do not interest them in the slight- 
est degree. They compete with the regu- 
lar doctors only for the patronage of 
those able to pay promptly and well, and 
such a thing as free treatment is al- 
most unknown among the practitioners of 
this white folks’ voodoo: Our neighbor The 
Sun published a letter the other day from 
one of Mrs. Eppyr’s press agents, complain- 
ing because it had coupled “ Christian Sci- 
ence”’ with Mormonism. If he was wor- 
ried by that, what must his feelings have 
been when he read the reports of the meet- 
ing of the Society of Medical Jurisprudence? 
Not only did they contain the reference to 
Thugs, as already mentioned, but his 
prophetess was leveled with Emma GOLD- 
MAN, and Mr. Dooley’s definition of ‘‘ Chris- 
tian Science”"’ as “‘a new way of getting 
money " was received with general acquies- 
cence. Come to think of it, however, the 
way is not new; it is only a rather stupid 
variant of what is, perhaps, the oldest 
ewindling trick in existence. 


— Prophecies as to the—well, as to the 
establishment in the future of closer re- 
lations between the people of Canada and 
those of the United States, are usually 
resented with some bitterness when they are 
made this side of the ine on the map which 
divides the two populations. Such predictions 
seem to be safe enough across the fron- 
tier, however, for Canadians are constantly 
indulging in them without exciting any 
apparent animosity. Prof. GoLDWIN SMITH, 
for instance, has not feared to write to The 
London News a letter in which, after a 
long exposition of his views as to what 
Canada would and should do about Eng- 
lish wars—he thinks, of course, that she 
would do little and should do nothing—he 
proceeds to expatiate on the artificiality, 
and consequence impermanence, of the 
fence on the southern boundary, and on the 
ease with which multitudes are already 
moving through it in both directions. ‘‘ No 
imperial zollverein,” he says, “can tear 
Canada away, commercially or industrially, 
from the continent of which nature has 
made her a part. Continental trade is al- 
ways beating against the barriers which 
monopolist tariff-makers set up. If in the 
United States the interests of the people 
should ever triumph over monopoly the con- 
nection between the two countries will be 
complete. In their products they supple- 
ment each other. The circulation of indus- 
try through the continent, in spite of 
labor laws, follows the lines of nature. 
; ; ; ; f 
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their children and grandchildren, south of 
the line, The enterprising youth of the 
British provinces go in perpetual exodus 
to the great centres of employment in the 
American cities. The redundant population 
of French Canada overflows into the man- 
ufacturing towns of New England. On the 
other hand, American miners and advent- 
urers people British Columbia, and the 
American farmer from Northwestern 
States, where land is now becoming com- 
paratively dear, is peopling the Canadian 
Northwest.” Political effects of all this 
are inevitable, Prof SmiTH asserts, and 
nature in the end will have her way. 
Doubtless, but nature is slow, and “in the 
end’’ human interest in boundary lines 
will not be keen. 


——Despite the general willingness and 
frequent eagerness to share the largess 
which Mr. CARNEGIE is distributing in the 
shape of libraries for towns and endow- 
ments for educational institutions, at 
least a few people are morose enough to 
protest against the acceptance of these 
gifts. A particularly fierce correspondent 
of ours declared the other day that the 
millionaires should not be allowed to get 
glory as well as forgiveness for their sins 
in this way, but there is little of that feel- 
ing, or at any rate little of it finds expres- 
sion, and as a rule the protesting individ- 
uals take the position of ex-Gov. STonE of 
Missouri, who, in scolding the professors 
in the State University for asking Mr. 
CARNEGIE to give it a library, says that 
Missouri is able to build all the libraries 
it needs, and should not humiliate its citi- 
zens by accepting charity from anybody. 
There is an element of truth in that argu- 
ment, and one cannot but wonder that, in- 
stead of governing the action of a few 
towns, widely scattered, it has not done so 
for many, especially when the towns are 
fairly well provided with wealthy citizens 
and local taxation is not a heavy burden. 
It is well to remember, however, that 
there is a difference between a corporation 
and a man, and that the former has no 
great amount of personal dignity to pre- 
serve. A municipal corporation, too, is un- 
der obligation to do for the people forming 
it only things that are recognized, with 
some close approach to unanimity, as being 
absolutely necessary to the general wel- 
fare. A public library, good thing as it is, 
hardly comes in that category, and, though 
it is highly creditable for a town to estab- 
lish and maintain its own public Hbrary, 
the towns that do not do it are not posi- 
tively disgraced. If, now, a _ millionaire 
comes along and does for a town what it 
has not yet felt impelled to do for itself, no 
real humiliation is necessarily involved. 
The one can afford to take and the other 
to give, ‘and—a great consolation!—neither 
the giving nor the taking is all on one 
side. Fame balances money, and both par- 
ties to the transaction make a good bar- 
gain. 


——There is not enough of likeness be- 
tween the case of Major WALLER and that 
of the Australian officers executed for mur- 
der in South Africa to justify our British 
cousins in coupling them. To do so may 
be consolatory for the cousins, but it is 
not safe. Major WALLER was not charged 
with killing Filipinos to conceal the fact 
that he had robbed them, but with show- 
ing savage severity toward a savage ene- 
my. That is one difference between the 
two cases. Another is the fact that the 
Australians were tried and convicted, while 
the American officer was tried and acquit- 
ted. This, everybody except the anti-im- 
perialists will admit, proves that Major 
WALLER did nothing worse than obey or- 
ders, as he, an officer with a long and ex- 
cellent record, understood them. More will 
be known in good time about the giving 
of those orders, and if any wrong was done 
it will certainly be punished, just as it was 
in South Africa, but the two cases will still 
remain unlike. 


—Much has been said about the great 
achievement of building a railway across 
Siberia, but we notice in a consular report 
from Vladivostock that the maintenance 
of transit involves the use on Lake Baikal 
of an ice-breaking steamer able to make 
its way through ice thirty-six inches thick. 
This remarkable vessel is kept busy from 
December to April, carrying cars from one 
side of the lake to the other, and occasion- 
ally she has taken a week to make the jour- 
ney of forty-six miles. That is railroading 
under difficulties—if it is railroading at all 
—and the completion of the Siberian line 
seems to have been celebrated with a cer- 
tain amount of previousness.

“PAINTINGS AND CRAYONS. 


Some Landscapes by Tryon at the 
Montross Galleries. 


The landscapes by Mr. Dwight Tryon are 
not painted in a week or in a month, but 
represent no little labor pursued with a 
faithfulness that does not end by dulling 
the artist’s zest or diminishing the charm 
of his original impression. They are not 
rich in tones or dramatic in construction. 
Rather are they neutral and reserved; they 
do not give themselves eagerly to the be- 
holder. It would be easy to overlook them 
at the Salon or any other large exhibition 
where the Crested Screamers : perch 
every wall, yet you might pass and return, 
and end by examining them carefully. 
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Having done that, you are likely to be won. | 


Three or four canvases at the Montross 
Gallery, Fifth Avenue and Thirty-sixth 
Street, represent the work of the past 
twelvemonth. One is of unusual size and 
shows a rural view near South Portsmouth, 
Mass., without figures or house or road— 
nothing, in fact, to tell the presence of 
mankind save the general look of the land, 
which is not devoid of signs of former 
occupation, and contains trees that indicate 
old boundary lines of farm or turnpike. In 
the background is a straight rank of trees 
and to the right a mass of timber, while 
the ieft foreground is lighted by a clump 
of yellowish flowers such as take care of 
themselves on unworked farms. The cen- 
tre of the composition is held by a shallow 
stream which has worn a bend in the rough 
pasture, and shows an exposed bank of 
clay to the right. As the stream turns 
away to the left it has a purple note, partly 
due to the color of the pebbles under water, 
partly to the sky, which is streaked with 
white clouds. All the color notes in this 
large picture are kept low, that the 
water at first glance seems to have too 
strong a purple. As one gazes, however, 
the water takes its place in the scene. The 
time is May, the place New England, and 
the trees are scarcely green with leaves; 
rather is their tone that of woodlands in 
which the buds have swelled and are just 
about to burst into leaf. 

In the ‘“‘ Old Road,”’ a smaller landscape, 
it is Maytime also, but there is no strong 
color like the water in the larger picture. 
A gfass-grown road through the pasture is 
the only direct suggestion of human occu- 
pation. ‘‘ November,” another canvas of 
the ordinary dimensions, shows in a de- 
pression of the ground the remaining trees 
of some old line, spindling trees with leaves 
no longer green that fade into the bright 
white of the sky. 

These three landscapes have in common 
a very refined feeling for the inequalities 
of the land and a sense of the sweetness 
and restfulness of the country, as well as 
the subdued richness of coloring in Ameri- 
can scenery before and after leaf-time. In 
all the sun veiled by clouds, making 
shadows almost indistinguishable. As to 
composition, the ‘‘ Old Road” has meagre to 
say than the others; but all are realistic 
views, refined and spiritualized so as to be- 
ccme typical rather than actual transcripts 
from Nature. 

A fourth small landscape, with two small 
clumps of tall trees toward the centre of 
the middle distance, is whiter in its gray- 
ness, representing diffused bright daylight 
after the sun has set; it has a more bal- 
anced composition and in some respects is 
the finest of all the canvases by Tryon at 
the Montross galleries. 


COLORED CRAYON PORTRAITS. 


The Macbeth Gallery, Fifth Avenue, 
shows half a hundred portraits and town- 
scapes by Miss Jane Erin Emmet, drawn in 
charcoal and colored crayons, which give 
a high idea of the young artist's power to 
produce a likeness with a minimum of 
strokes. Miss Emmet has studied the line 
and knows how to be wisely economical of 
color. Her drawings of little children and 
babies are particularly successful; but her 
seated portrait of her father, Mr. W. J.

Emmet, in a broad hat; her likenesses of | 


Messrs. Hinsdill Parsons, Cecil Baring, and 
Guy Scull, two views, prove that she can 
portray men of full years and middle age 
with a fine strength and simplicity. <A 
charming boy's likeness is that of Master 
Herman Le Roy Emmet. Sometimes she 
fails to express action, as in Miss Susan 
Metcalfe “‘singing,’’ though the portrait is 
piquant and of a delightful technique. 

Her landscapes and townscapes are not as 
good as the likenesses; for example, the 
“Rue Royale, Paris,” “‘ Jardin du Luxem- 
bourg,’’ and “ Stonybrook Harbor, L. I.”; 
but this is probably because the direct hu- 
man quality interests her more than land- 
scape. She draws the likenesses of her 
family and relatives and personal friends 
with great skill, giving them the stamp 
of good breeding which is so hard for art- 
ists to render, no matter how well favored 
in that respect the sitters may be. She is 
a very acceptable addition to the portrait 
makers of the city, and may go far in the 
use of pastels, which have a richer and 
more painty quality than crayons, along 
with the peculiar brilliancy that belongs to 
them. 

The exhibition lasts until April 26. 

Miss Jane Erin Emmet is a younger sister 
of Miss Lydia Field Emmet, whose work is 
well-known and a cousin of Miss Ellen Ger- 
trude Emmet, whose portraits in oils at 
the Durand-Ruel Galleries last Winter 
were much admired. Another cousin is 
Mrs. Rosina Emmet Sherwood; all are col- 
lateral descendants of Robert Emmet of 
Ireland. The tendency of the Emmet fami- 
ly in the present generation toward the 
fine arts is a very remarkable fact. One 
thinks of the artist families in Europe dur- 
ing the middle ages and down to the pres- 
ent time in Japan. 


AT THE CLAUSEN GALLERY. 


Miss Ethel Wright exhibits a number of 
portraits and symbolical pictures at the 
Clausen Gallery, Fifth Avenue, near Thirty- 
seventh Street. She does not show Miss 
Emmet’s adaptability to the requirements 
of portraiture, but her efforts are in oils 
and the task she sets herself is greater. 
**Ginevra "’ is a large canvas, in which the 
technical quality of the painting goes to 
the garments and fails in the flesh paint- 
ing. The group of mediaeval ladies in 
‘Song of Ages ’”’ has the merit of attempt- 
ing one of the most difficult problems, and 
shows commendable boldness. 

These three galleries are well worth a 
visit, preferably in the morning, when the 
light is better for oil paintings. 


Sale of Antiques. 


The old curiosity shop of Frank Bowles, 
on Fourth Avenue, at first below Four- 
teenth Street and later above Twenty-fifth, 
has been one of the sights of the city for 
many years. Its contents are being dis- 
posed of at auction by Mr. Norman of the 
Fifth Avenue Auction Rooms, (124, near 
Eighteenth Street,) and the sale will con- 
tinue for several weeks. A most extraordi- 
nary collection of objects belonging to the 
past centuries is revealed by this sale—old 
furniture, pottery, brasses, and a little of 
everything. Just now the old furniture is 
under the hammer. The auction begins at 
1:30 each afternoon, 


Buffalo’s: McKinley Memorial. 


In Buffalo the suggestion is made that 
the money collected for a monument to 
McKinley be expended on some useful 
building. The State has appropriated $100,- 
000 for this monument, but the act spect- 
fies that it shall be erected on Niagara 
Square, and that site is not large enough 
to admit of a building. For the present, 


therefore, the committee is likely to con-

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JAMES H. SMITH’S GIFT. 
He Presents Rubens’s “ The Holy Fam 
ily” to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art. 

The ‘“‘ Holy Family,”’ by Rubens, the gem 
of the F. O. Matthiessen art collection, has 
been presented to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art by James Henry Smith, and was dee 
livered at that institution on Tuesday. 

At the Matthiessen sale, after $40,000 had 
been bid for the ‘‘ Holy Family,” the cons« 
test for its possession was left to George’ 
P. Blow of Chicago and Mr. Smith, the 
multi-millionaire stock broker and railroad 
men. Mr. Smith, however, kept his identity 
a secret and bid through a messenger. By 
bids of $500 at a time the amount of $50,000 
was reached, at which price the picture 


was knocked down to Mr. Blow. It cost 
Mr. Matthiessen more than $10,000 above 
this figure. Mr. Biow went to the sale 
without intending to buy the Rubens, but 
was piqued into bidding for it. He decided 
to take it West and place it in an art mus 
seum. Mr. Smith bought several pictures 
at the Matthiessen sale, and when he was 
arranging with Thomas E. Kirby of the 
American Art Gallery for their removal he 
Said that he regretted that he had not ob- 
tained the Rubens, as it was his intention 
in bidding for it to present it to the Metros 
politan Museum of Art. This led to nego« 
tiations through Mr. Kirby with Mr. Blow, 
who was finally swayed to surrender the 
picture to Mr. Smith for $50,000. 

The price paid for this Rubens exceeds 
that paid for any picture in the galleries 
of the Museum except $53,000 paid by Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt for Rosa Bonheur’s 
‘“‘ Horse Fair” and $66,000 paid by Henry 
Hilton for Meissonier’s ‘‘ Friedland—1807.” 
The Museum now has seven of Rubens’s 
works, ‘after,’ ‘‘attributed to,” or une 
challenged. 

The Trustees of the Museum will shortly 
formally recognize Mr.-Smith’s. splendid 
generosity in an official letter of thanks. 


PAINTINGS AT AUCTION. 


Seventy-eight, Some Attributed to Old 
Masters, Sold for $4,299. 

Part of the collection of oil paintings for4 
merly owned by Counsellor of State Daniel 
Abegg of Saxony, was sold last night at 
the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries. The painte 
ings, seventy-eight in number, which were 
chiefly of the early Dutch and Flemish 
schools, fetched only $4,299. 

The ‘* Portrait of Rubens’s Mother,” ate 
tributed to Rubens, whose ‘‘ Holy Family ” 
brought $50,000 at the Matthiessen sale, was 
sold for $80. A ‘ Portrait of a Spanish 
Officer,”’ catalogued as a Velasquez, went 
for $50, and examples of Teniers and the 
elder Holbein brought respectively $90 and 
$35. On half a dozen paintings there were 
no bids at all, and they were held over 
for the conclusion of the sale to-night. 

The highest price paid last night was $200 
for Meyer’s “Tourists in Switzerland.” 
Most of the paintings went to New York 
and Brooklyn dealers, 


ART NOTES. 

A sale of paintings and water colors by 
A. T. Bricher, A. N. A., will take place at 
the O’Brien Art Galleries, 33 Liberty Street, 
this afternoon. Mr. Bircher has been send« 
ing marines and shorescapes to the Acad<« 
emy exhibitions, for many years, sa 
that it _ scarcely necessary to de- 
scribe his pictures. For the most part 
they are views at Cuttyhunk, Seaconett, 
Kennebunkport, Conanicut, and . other 
points on Long Island Sound and far to 
the eastward, whose euphonious names are 
relics of the Indian tribes, granted the 
Happy Dispatch by that kindly Aryan, who 
thinks he is nature’s nobleman for leaving 
them so much as a name.

will be carried out.

The Prince Consort Hardly Leaves 


His Wife's Bedside, 

AMSTERDAM, April 17.—An official bul- 
letin® Issued early to-day said that Queen 
Wilhelmina passed a somewhat less tran- 
quil night. The fever, however, had not in- 
creased, and the Queen's condition was 
comparatively satisfactory. 

A bulletin issued from Castle Loo at 3 
P. M. said: 

“Since morning there has been no changes 
in Queen Wilhelmina’s condition. The 
fever continues.”’ 

The condition of the royal patient was un- 
changed at-8:30 o’clock this evening. 

It was authoritatively announced this aft- 
ernoon that the report that the Queen was 


suffering from peritonitis and nephritis was 
untrue. Prof. Roosenstein, it was addeit, 
was called in for consultation because the 
atterdant physicians feared that pneumo- 
nia might set in. That danger was now 
regarded as passed. 

Dr. Roessings, one of the Queen's at- 
tending physicians, is staying permanentiy 
at tie palace. Her Majesty’s temperature 
yesterday reached the alarming height of 
104 degrees, but the departure from the 
golnce of Prof. Roosenstein is considered io 

e a hopeful sign that the crisis is past.

CHINESE REBELS GAINING. 


Are Said to Hold Over Thirty Towns 
and Villages in Kwang-Si—Adopt the 
Name of the Tai-ping Leader. 
IHIONGKONG, Apri! 17.—A Chinese bank- 
er, who fled from the Province of Kwang- 
Si and has arrived here, says the rebels 
in that province hold over thirty towns 
and villages, and that they are well armed 
with Mauser rifles and revolvers, which 
were smuggled into Kwang-Si from Annam 
by contrabandists disguised as opium mer-

The rebels have adopted the name of 
Hung-Siu-Chuen, the famous leader of the 
Tairping rebellion.

COL. MARCHAND RECALLED.

LONDON, April 18.—The curtailment 
of Col. Marchand's visit to Berlin, says 
the Paris correspondent of The Times, 
has been caused by a ridiculous story 
published by the Nationalist papers to 
the effect that the French Government 
urged Col. Marchand to fraternize with 
the German Army.

EPINAY, France, April 17.—Don Francis 
d’Assisi, the ex-King of Spain, died here 

last night. 


Don Francis d’Assisi, Duke of Cadiz, was 
born at Aranjuez, Spain, on May 13, 1822, 
On Oct. 10, 1846, he was married at Madrid 


to his cousin, Queen Isabella II. of Spain, 
and was the same day proclaimed King of 
Spain. 

Queen Isabella and her husband were ex- 
pelled from Spain as a result of the revolu- 
tion of 1868. he Queen formally abdicated 
the throne, in Paris, on June 25, 1870, in 
favor of her son, the late King Alfonso 
XIL, father of the present King.

THE MURDER OF M. SIPIAGUINE. 


He Is Said to Have Been the Best- 
Hated Man in Russia—The Czar 


Attends the Funera!.

LONDON, April 18.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of The Times says 
M. Sipiaguine, the Minister of the Inte- 
rior, who was assassinated on Tuesday, 
vas regarded as responsible for the se- 
verity of the means employed to crush 
discontent and also for measures which 
excited discontent. 

It is, says the correspondent, no exag- 
geration to say that in his two years of 
office M. Sipiaguine succeeded in mak- 
ing himself the best-hated man in Rus- 
sia. He was regarded as an embodiment 
of the spirit of reaction, and his name 
was a synonym for distrust of all liberal 
measures and for belief in arbitrary gov- 
ernment. 

To the popuiar hatred, says the corre- 
spondent, was added a certain amount 
of contempt. M. Sipiaguine was univer- 
Saily regarded as shallow and stupid 
nd as having no deep convictions. 
charges of peculation were freely 
brought against him. The news of the 
murder did not create the sensation and 
reprobation occurrence would 
have caused in a Western capital. It 
was seldom that indignation wes ex- 
pressed, while among the discontented 
classes the news was recelved with some- 
thing like exultation. Admiration is 
openly expressed the courage and 
coolness of the assassin.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 17,—Although 
M. Sipiaguine (the Minister of the Interior, 
who was assassinated on April 15 by a 
student named Balsahonstt,) was not act- 
ually the leader of the Russian Reactionary 
Pariy, he was the tool of those who, in 
the cpinion of many, are responsible for 
the prevailing situation. His assassina- 
tion, easily explicable under the present 
political conditions, is hailed with joy in 
Radical circles. For a month past there 
had been daily rumors of Sipiaguine’s im- 
pending resignation, owing to -disagree- 
mcnts with the Governor General of Mos- 
cow, the Grand Duke Sergius. The latter 
has been supporting the novel policy toward 
the working classes instituted by M. Tre- 
poff, the Police Prefect of Moscow, (who 
has escaped assassination three times this 
month,) which includes the organization of 
labor unions under police control. 

The murdered Minister's name was also 
mixed up with the stories of financial irreg- 
ularities now being alleged against so many 
officials. Sipiaguine spent immense sums 
in redecorating his residence. A _ single 
chandelier aione cost 50,000 rubles, (about 
$25,000.) The Minisier was accused of ap- 
propriating 500,000 rubles from the Secret 
Service fund. Sipiaguine was by no means 
talented, and owed his position to influen- 
tial friends, especiaily to Count Sherme- 
tieff. the bosom friend of Czar Alexander 
II, and to the Dowager Czarina. Shortly 
before Sipiaguine was appointed Minister of 
the Interior he married the elder sister of 
Count Shermetieff's wife, the Princess Via- 
zemsky, a brilliant woman, thirty-six years 
of age, who is now a warm friend of the 
Czirina. 

The death of Sipiaguine may materially 
affect the chances of Murry A. Verner (the 
Pittsburg contractor) of securing the St. 
Petersburg tramway franchise, as the Min- 
ister was a warm supporter of Mr. Verner's 
proposition and overruled the committee 
which: reeommended the Westinghouse 
offer, The matter; possibly, is now: indefi- 
nitely postponed, 

Many people think that the death of 
Sipiaguine will help the aspirations of M. 
Witte, the Finance Minister, who has long 
been ambitious to become Imperial Chan- 
cellor, or at least to obtain contral of the 
Ministry of the Interior. 

Officials here privately admit thatthe 
murder of Sipiaguine was one of many ex- 
ceedingly alarming symptoms. It-is learned 
that the ch&teau of the Duke of Mecklen- 
bourg. in Southeast Russin, was recently 
pillaged and then razed by rioters.

COTYON.—More or less excitement obtained 
in the New York cotton market while in New 
Orleans the bull enthusiasm was at fever point 
much of the time with sensational advances 
scored, considering the relative level of the 
Wew York and Liverpool markets. The bulk of 
the local business was in May, July, and August, 
the new crop months being neglected much of 
the time and failing to share the strength of 
present crop positions. The market opened 
steady with prices unchanged to 2 points higher 
and after a momentary pause during which profit 
taking was cuite active, the whole list worked 
rapidity higher with the May option taking a 
strong lead. Shorts became eager buyers on the 
upturn, and Europe bought the Summer options. 
Local spot cotton interests and New England 
spinners ‘supported the May position which soon 
reached 9.17, an advance of 11 points over last 
night's close, and being a new high record level 
for the season thus far. By midday July had 
climbed to 9.10, a tie with the previous high 
record price, and August to 8.90, latter being 
2 points under the best previous figure. Nearly 
everything worked in the market’s favor. Re- 
ceipts at the ports were smaller, interior receipts 
fell far short of shipments, clearances for export 
were double the port receipts, demand for spot 
cotton in the South was excited at prices 1-16 to 
3-16c over last night’s bids, the New Orleans 
market was strong and very active, advices 
from cotton goods centres were very encouraging 
and substantial interests were seen arrayed again 
on the buil side. A number of the commission 
houses were liberal sellers of the Summer 
months around top, nearly all of which repre- 
sented profit taking. There was active selling 
of May and July at times by certain Wall Street 
interests, which led to a revival of rumors that 
the recent bull leader was playing the bear 
side for a turn. Late reports from the South 
declared that the New Orleans and Galveston 
stocks were cortrolled by exporters and strong 
bull interests, and were not available for spin- 
ners except where the latter purchased the April 
and May options for ** notices.’’ The same held 
true of the New York stock. Prominent inter- 
ests short of July were said to be only partially 
protected by holdings of actual cotton here. It 
Was argued that they must cover in the open 
market or bring cotton here from the South 
at a Joss of % to 4c, all Southern markets be- 
ing at a premium over the New York market, A 
well-known Greek export house was a persistent 
buyer. of the May position throughout the ses- 
sion. The close was steady with near months 
4 to 8 points higher and far months unchanged 
to 2 points lower. Total sales were estimated 
at 300,000 bales. On our closing Liverpool to-day 
is due to come unchanged to % point lower. The 
New Orleans market for futures closed very 
steady in tone, with present crop months net 6 
to 13 points higher, May at 9.23 July at 9.32, 
and August at 9.08. The local ourb ’ market 
was about unchanged from the open market final 
bids. Late official spot market reports from 
the South gave Galveston as steady, tke higher, 
to 914c; New Orleans firm, %e higher, to 9'%4c; 
Memphis firm, 3-16c higher, to 9%c. Late esti- 
mates for this week's ‘‘in sight’’ ranged be- 
tween 80,000 and 82,500 bales, against early 
estimates of 90,000 bales, and actual ‘‘in sight "’ 
Same week last year of $7,000 bales. The fol- 
lowing telegrams were received from New 
Orleans in the afternoon: ‘ Practically no de- 
sirable cotton offering here. Otherwise spot 
sales would be enormous. Bears are thoroughly 
demoralized. The May position here is in strong 
hands.”’ ‘‘Spot demand good. Offerings both 
here and at interior very light. Spot cotton 
éannot be bought anywhere in the South and 
shipped to New York, and delivered on contract 
without a loss of at least \%4 cent. But the man 
who receives in your market at present prices, 
can sell at a profit to almost any spinning dis- 
trict in the world.’’ ‘‘ Expect very light receipts 
from this time on, and very much higher prices."’ 
** Spots are hard to buy here at kc advance, at 
9c for middling.’’

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Important developments growing 
of the turning over of the Louisville and 
Nashville control to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
contributed the influential factor to yes- 
terday’s security market. This showed 
in various ways, in various quarters. It 
showed in Louisville and Nashville 
shares especially—early weakness being 
quickly followed by an advance of six 
points and more. It showed in Southern 
Railway, in whose common stock at the 
close there were disclosed ‘ unlimited” 
orders to buy. It showed newly in Illi- 
nois Central, where on buying by houses 
with significant relationships an ad- 
vance of a couple of points was recorded. 

Early in the day’s business all the wise 


out 


men of Wall Street were freely express-, 


ing the opinion that with “the deal 
over” it was safe and would be profita- 
ble to sell Louisville and the rest of the 
list. These wise ones, moreover, pro- 
ceeded promptly to act upon their in- 
spiration, and short contracts being put 
out in volume, quotations were made to 
look shaky. Louisville was jammed 
down within a little fraction of 122. And 
of course this recession was of itself ac- 
cepted by every pessimist as surest of all 
possible signs that the market was nat- 
urally unsteady and ready for a break. 
Some nervousness undoubtedly devel- 
oped; throughout the market timid hold- 
ers could be discerned letting go stocks 
lately bought. The immediate market 
outlook, if not bad, was certainly not 
quite as bright as,the customers of com- 
mission houses had begun to persuade 
themselves it was. A stop-order market 
was at least suggested. 

But change came promptly on the heels 
of a conference at the Morgan offices. 
The whole market took on _ strength. 
That something far out of the ordinary 
had came to pass was in evidence on ey- 
ery inch of the Stock Exchange tape. 
And closing prices were almost uniformly 
the best of the day. 


It was nowhere understood (outside of 
the innermost circles) what actually had 
developed; but the token of some con- 
sequential accomplishment was clear 
enough to command appreciation, and 
the' way in which Louisville and Nash- 
ville took sudden new leadership was on 
every hand construed as significant. 

Especially notable, though hardly ap- 
preciated at the start, was the course 
taken by the iron and steel stocks. Ev- 
ery one of them became active; all scored 
gains; even United States Steel common 
showed that it could be alive. This fact 
gives emphasis to reports that have to 
do with one phase of the terms arrangec 
by Mr. Gates in the commitment of his 
Louisville and Nashville interests to Mr. 
Morgan. These reports have it that (in 
consideration of certain concessions 
yielded by the Gates party in the ad- 
justment of the railroad déal) it is ar- 
ranged that the United States Steel Cor- 

ration shall take in Mr. Gates’s iron 
pnd steel property, the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company—on terms “ satisfac- 
tory’ to the Gates contingent. Such a 
deal, substantially expanding the scope 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
can go far toward confirming enthu- 
siastic predictions made by Mr. Gates’s 

: stock market followers. 


Commission brokerage views have be- 
come generally confident of continuing 
improvement in the market. 


TRADING ON THE EXCHANGE. 


On the Stock Exchange yesterday there 
was a continuation of the very heavy (trad- 
ing which lately has been a feature, with 
almost general advances, some of them not 
unsubstantial, showing at the close of the 
day. In fact, for the greater part of the 
time the market, in the Wall Street ver- 
nacular, “simply boiled,” many new high 
record prices being recorded. Among the 
stocks reaching new figures were Reading 
common, Reading second preferred, Cana- 
dian Pacific, International Power, Iowa 
Central preferred, Kansas City Southern 
preferred, Twin City Rapid Transit, and 
American Locomotive common and pre- 
ferred.

other, net gains appearing at the conclu-

In addition, there were gains of about a 
point each in the Chicago Terminal shares, 
in the steel stocks, and in many other 
issues. 

On the other hand, the only weak stocks 
were Amalgamated Copper, which lost %; 
American bicycle, which declined 1%; An- 
aconda, with a loss of 2%; National Salt, 
which dropped 4 points on the transfer of 
100 shares; United States Rubber pre- 
ferred, Rubber Goods preferred, and Wis- 
consin Central preferred. In the latter 
stock realizing sales broke the price. 

The buying responsible for these almost 
general advances came not only from West- 
ern interests, but also from important local 
banking houses. Beyond this, it was evi- 
dent that the advancing prices and the 
happy solution of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville affair—assuring greater harmony than 
ever before in the Southern railway field— 
were attracting the public in as buyers. 
It is a fact that many brokers’ offices, 
lately deserted, were fairiy well filled yes- 
terday with customers. 

In point of activity the Reading shares 
were the feature, more than 260,000 shares 
(equivalent to 130,000 full shares, inasmuch 
as the stock is half stock) being traded in. 
The talk was that either Pennsylvania or 
Baltimore and Ohio was buying for control. 
Next in respect to activity came Colorado 
Fuel, which rose nearly 5 points on buying 
by Mr. Gates and his friends. Other espe- 
cially active issues were Atchison, St. Paul, 
Erie, the steel stocks, Southern Railway, 
Western Union, Ontario and Western, and 
Louisville and Nashville. 

The fractional decline in Southern Rail- 
way on trading in 67,000 shares was in- 
duced by selling to take profits, though 
in the late trading good buying appeared 
in the stock. Louisville and Nashville it- 
self rose over 3 points on what was said 
to be short covering. 

The important developments of the day 
were a reduction of one-half per cent. in 
the dividend on Amalgamated Copper, to 
one-half of 1 per cent.; the declaration of 
a dividend of 24% per cent. on International 
Power common stock; the reports that ne- 
gotiations are under way for the change of 
control of several properties, among them 
Illinois Central, Reading, and Chicago Ter- 
minal; suggestions of a merger of the im- 
portant telegraph and telephone companies 
of the country, this being responsible for 
the rise in Western Union, and rumors 
that, notwithstanding denials, the Steel 
Trust is to absorb three independent steel 
companies at least, namely, Colorado Fuel, 
Tennessee Coal, and Republic Iron and 
steel. 


AMALGAMATED DIVIDEND CUT. 


At a meeting held yesterday unexpectedly 
early in the day—shortly after 11 o'clock, 
or about three hours earlier than former 
meetings have been held—the Directors of 
the Amalgamated Copper Company 4de- 
clared a dividend of one-half of 1 per cent., 
which represents a reduction of one-half, 
the last previous dividend having been 1 
per cent. This signifies that since a year 
ago the quarterly dividend has been re- 


duced no less than 1% per cent. The rate 
for the last (December) quarter was 1 pcr 
cent., for the September quarter previous 
1% per cent., and in each quarter preced- 
ing from the company’s organization in 
1899 to last June 1% per cent and % per 
cent. extra. In other words, twelve months 
ago an investor in 100 sheres of the stock 
was receiving at the rate of $800 a year— 
$200 each quarter. At the present his quar- 
terly return is but $50. That is one of the 
reasons why the investors who ~bought 
Amalgamated Copper a year ago because of 
the glowing accounts of it given by certain 
Directors of the company are none too fa- 
vorably inclined to these Directors at pres- 
ent. 

No statement was made other than the 
bare announcement of the dividend. 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday Amal- 
gamated stock moved yery irregularly, 
fluctuating between 63% and 66%, and clos- 
ing at 64% for a net loss of 4% on dealings 
in 74,000 shares. The high price was reached 
after the dividend announcement, the buy- 
ing being on the theory that with the bad 
news out and the worst known the stock 


was entitled % a rally. 


NEW YORK AIR BRAKE. 

The further advance in New York Air 
Brake stock yesterday was largely the re- 
sult of buying by banking interests identi- 
fied with the property. 

It developed yesterday that a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the company was 


held on Wednesday, when the question of 
the absorption of the Westinghouse Air 
Brake was under consideration. President 
Starbuck of the New York company de- 
clined to discuss the matter in any way 
other than to say that the meeting had 
been adjourned. 

Frederick 8. Flower, one of the controll- 
ing-interests, said: 

“JI do not feel at liberty to speak on the 
subject. Anything with reference to the 
matter of consolidation of the companies 
must come from President -Starbuck.”’ 

Other Directors were oqueny reticent, as 
also were officials of the Westinghouse 
Company. 


INTERNATIONAL POWER DIVIDEND 


The Directors of International Power, 
who, on the day previous, had declared a 
dividend of 6 per cent. on the preferred 
stock, yesterday surprised Wall Street by 


announcing the declaration of a dividend 
of 2% per cent. on the common stock. As 
a result that stock, whose remarkable 20- 
point rise was the feature of the market 
on Wednesday, scored a further advance, 
selling up at one time eight points, and 
closing for a net gain of 4%. 

Officials of the company say that. earn- 
ings at the present time are the largest in 
the history of the company. 


COAL STOCKS BUOYANT. 

Taking them as a group, the coal stocks 
were easily the feature of yesterday's mar- 
ket, all of them advancing sharply and re- 
taining practically all of their advances. 
Erie at the close of the day was up over a 
point. Reading rose 2 points, and the pre- 
ferred issues 1% each, this making new 


high figures for the common and second 
preferred. Jersey Central advanced 3, Lack- 
awanna 4%, Delaware and Hudson 1%, and 
Ontario and Western 1. 

The buying was largely the result of the 
steadily growing belief that all danger of 
any strike of the coal miners is now past. 
In Erie, Mr. Hill was said to be a heavy 
purchaser, while in the Readings (the most 
active of.all the issues) the report was that 
a part of the buying at least might be for 
control by Pennsylvania or Baltimore and 
Ohio. 

From Philadelphia came this statement on 
the matter: 

There is buying of the Readings on the under- 
standing that a dividend of 4 per cent, on the 
second preferred will be paid in a lump sum next 
September, at the time for payment of the semi- 
annual dividend on the first preferred. 

The terms of the trust agreement are such 
that it is said that whatever dividend is de- 
clared on the second preferred for any year must 
be out of the earnings for that year, and that it 
is deemed advisable to make the distribution in 
a lump sum after the close of the year. 

The information comes from high sources 
which have been reliable in the past on Reading 
matters. 

Important interests are understood to be 
heavily interested in the second preferred, and 
this is offered as an explanation for declaring a 
dividend on this class of stock instead of con- 
verting it half into first preferred and half 
into common, as has been discussed previous to 
this time. 


LOW-PRICED SPECIALTIES. 
The upward movements in some of the 
low-priced specialties were continued yes- 
terday, with especially persistent buying 
in a number of issues. 
Chicago Terminal shares rose further on 
the growing belief that at the postponed 


annual meeting of the company, to be held 
next week, some important developments 
will come to pass. 

Texas Pacific, though less active than on 
the day previous, was bought steadily by 
Gould brokers. It is said that an offer for 
the control of the road by a large South- 
western system was made to the manage- 
ment last week, but was refused. 

Vanderbilt brokers were again yesterday 
the largest factors in the rise in the Nickel 
Plate shares. The only explanation offered 
for the purchases was that heard now for 
some time past to the effect that they 
were in connection with the company’s re- 
organization plan. 

Profit-takin sales in Chicago Great 
Western and Wisconsin Centra) shares were 
responsible for the reactibnary tendency 
in those issues.

WINTER WHEAT OUTLOOK. 
The general tenor of dispatches from cor- 
respondents of R. G. Dun & Co. is en- 
couraging for a large vield of Winter 
wheat. At most points the acreage is equal 
to or larger than last year’s, and even in 
the few reports of a decreased area the 


loss is only put at 10 per cent., while the 
most hopeful statements make the increase 
50 per cent. 

On the whole, there appears to have been 
little loss during the Winter from weather 
conditions, although at a few points the 
snow protection was light. Damage by in- 
sects is also less serious than a year ago. 

The least satisfactory feature thus far 
is the lack of moisture, which is causing 
anxiety in a number of States.

The liberal demand and good prices of 
the previous season would naturally tend 
to stimulate operations, so that reports of 
a large acreage were to be expected, but 
estimates of condition are more sanguine 
than the Government report on April 1, 
which may be due to favorable weather 
during the last few weeks.

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DELAY IN McAULIFFE CASE. 


Mr. Jerome Says Woman Identifier of 
Detective Kiernan Is an ex-Convict 
—No Arrests Made. 


No one was arrested yesterday in connec- 
tion with the McAuliffe case. There were 
no new developments other than that the 
identification by Mrs. Luigs of Detective 
Sergeant Kiernan was brought into ques- 
tion. It was discovered yesterday morning 
that the woman has served time in prison, 
So that there was doubt thrown on her 
credibility as an identifier. There was no 
hearing yesterday, as the calendar of Spe- 
cial Sessions was overcrowded with cases 
demanding immediate attention. There was 
no night session, it having been agreed that 
the case should be adjourned until to-day. 

District Attorney Jerome said that he had 
found no reason to change his opinion in 
regard to the death of James McAuliffe. 


At the same time he had not changed his 
idea that the policemen who had been close 
to Devery were not what they should be as 
guardians of the public peace. 

As to the testimony of Mrs. Mary Luigs 
of Hoboken, whose ldentification of Kier- 
nan seemed very positive Wednesday night, 
Mr. Jerome said that she has served terms 
in prison of sixty and thirty days: for dis- 
orderly conduct and that she was convicted 
before Judge Cowing on a charge of “‘break-

“Jt is a remarkable coincidence,’ said

KILLED HIMSELF AND CHILD. 


Brooklyn Tailor’s Grief ‘Over Dead Wife 
Leads at Last to a Double 
Tragedy. 

Charles Fleckenstein, a well-to-do manu- 
facturing tailor of 169 Stockholm Street, 
Brooklyn, killed himself and his nine-year- 
old daughter Emma early yesterday morn- 
ing with illuminating gas. ong continued 
grief over the death of his wife on his 


birthday four years ago is the only cause 
that can be assigned for his act. Fleck- 
enstein idolized his daughter, who was his 
only child. 

About 6 o'clock yesterday morning Miss 
Fleckenstein, a sister, rapped at her broth- 
er’s door. There was no answer, but a 
strong odor of gas. The young woman went 
back to her own apartments and crossed 
the fire-escape and entered the kitchen 
window. The apartments were filled with 
gas. As soon as Miss Fleckenstein was 
able to proceed into the rooms she found 
her brother and niece dead upon the bed. 
A doctor from the German ospital ex- 
pressed the opinion that they had been 
dead for several hours. Fleckenstein had 
unscrewed the gas fixture from the pipe 
and A aw laid down on the bed to await 
death. 

On a bureau near the bed *was a photo- 
graph of the man's wife. This picture had 
been brought from the parlor by Flecken- 
stein and placed where it was round,

CHURCH THIEVES CAPTURED. 


One of Two Men Arrested Tells Brook- 
lyn Police of Long Series of 
Robberies. 


Detectives of the Brooklyn Central Office 
arrested. two men on Wednesday night who 
turned out yesterday morning, according 
tod the detectives, to be a part of a most 
successful gang of church thieves. The 
men, who gave their names as Lewis Les- 
ter, twenty-two years old, of 16 Tillary 
Street, and Thomas Reilly, seventeen 
years old, of 178 Fulton Street, were found 
by the officers at the corner of Court and 


Statg@ Streets with a valuable kit of car- 
penter’s tools in their possession. When 
the men arrived at Police Headqyarters 
the tools were identified as those stolen 
from the sexton of the Swedish Lutheran 
Church at Blythebourne. 

The police questioned the men about these 
things, and Lester, breaking down, told 
all about having broken into several 
churches in Brooklyn, and directed the of- 
ficers to the pawn shops in which he had 
disposed of .iue plunder. Amon the 
churches robbed was the Unitarian Church 
of Our Saviour, at Pierrepont Street and 
Monroe Place, one of the most fashion- 
able churches in Brooklyn. 

The men were arraigned in the Adams 
Street Police Court yesterday morning and 
held to await the action of the Grand Jury. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


SALE IN FORECLOSURE SET ASIDE.—Jus- 
tice Gildersleeve yesterday set aside a sale 
in a mortgage foreclosure action entitled 
Sandys against Ketchum and others. The 
application was made to the court by the 
owner of the equity of redemption, whose 
claim was that the sale was not a fair one. 
The property in question was bought in 
1898 for $52,500, and many impfove- 
ments have since been hade. The evi- 
dence showed the value to be as 
high as $56,000. The mortgage against 
the property was for $37,000, When 
the sale was held on March 14 last a bid 
for $42,500 was accepted. The bidder left 
to get his 10 per cent. of the purchase 
price, and said he would return shortly 
with the money. After waiting ten min- 
utes the referee insisted on putting the 
property up for sale again, although the 
defendant offered to pay all expenses of 
the day if the sale were adjourned. The 
second sale took place after most of the 
buyers had left, and the plaintiff this time 
became the purchaser for $40,500. The 
amount of the judgment was such that 
if allowed to stand the defendant would 
have to pay a deficiency of about $2,5v0. 

‘The rule,” says Justice Gildersleeve, “ is 
that a court of equity will closely seruti- 
nize the conduct of a party placed by law 
in a position where he has the power to 
sacrifice the interests of another in a man- 
ner which may defy detection, and it 
stands ready to afford relief on very slight 
evidence of unfair dealing, whether it is 
by moral turpitude or a mistaken estimate 
of another’s rights. The law will not tol- 
erate the slightest undue advantage over 
the debtor, even by pursuing the strict 
forms of law or pgsitive rules, Defendant 
protests that if a‘ proper sale had taken 
place there would have been a surplus in- 
stead of deficiency. It is urged by plaintiff 
that the first purchaser was given a rea- 
sonable opportunity to obtain his deposit 
and that the resale was perfectly regular. 
I incline to think, however, that the referee 
should have allowed the adjournment, un- 
der the circumstances, as the delay in 
waiting for the first purchaser may have 
caused the second sale to be held under 
disadvantageous conditions, and certainly 
the preponderance of proof shows that the 
property was sold to the plaintiff for con- 


siderable less than its value.’ 
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AMENDMENT OF A Comeuaiwe AGAINST A 
SurRETY ON A RECEIVER'S BOND.—William 
D. Stratton, as substituted receiver of the 
firm of Smith & Hanfield, brought an ac- 
tion against the City Trust, Safe Deposit 
and Surety Company of Philadelphia, to 
charge the latter with liability as surety on’ 
the bond of Monroe B. Washburn, the 
plaintiff's predecessor as receiver. The 
complaint alleged that on an accounting by 
Washburn before a referee it was found 
that hé had in his hands a certain sum of 
money, which he had neglected to pay over 
to his successor. When the trial was 
reached, but before any material steps had 


been taken, the surety company raised the 
objection that, not having been given no- 
tice of the proceedings or the receiver's 
accounting, it was not bound by the find- 
ings of the referee. The court thereupon 
adjourned the trial to give the plaintiff an 
opportunity to amend his complaint. The 
new pleading alleged, in addition to the 
allegations of the origina] one, that the 
receiver had ‘appropriated to his own use 
rty of the firm, thus establishing a 
Favit lity on the part of the surety independ.
